High  Price  for  Vases  at  Auction 

On  February  11  a  mild  sensation  was  caused  at 
Sotheby's  Auction  Rooms,  London,  W.l,  when  a  pair  of 
pharmacy  vases  (Lot  36)  brought  the  highest  price 
realised  during  the  sale,  £355.  The  purchaser  was  Mr. 
A.  Spero.     These  were  catalogued  as  follows  : — 

A  pair  of  Italian  Majolica  drug  vases,  17  inches  high, 
bottle-shaped,  and  with  side  handles,  each  decorated  with 
a  medalliori  of  a  patriarch  and  inscribed  "  A.  de  Boragine  " 
and  "  A.  de  Cicoria.''    Probably  Caffagiolo,  16th  century. 

The  price  was  rather  remaikable  compared  with  other 
lots,  as  one  of  the  vases  had  been  extensively  repaired, 
and  the  other  had  patches  of  decoration  missing.  Lot  33, 
two  old  Sicilian  majolica  pharmacy  bottles,  decorated 
with  floral  pattern  in  green  and  c>range  on  blue  ground, 
sold  for  £5  5s.  ;  Lot  34  a  glo'bular  pharmacy  jar 
decorated  with  medallion  of  a  female  head  on  a  ground 
of  large  flowers  and  foliage,  fetched  £7;  and  Lot  35, 
two  Italian  cannon-shaped  drug  jars,  both  decorated 
with  Avreath  of  fruit  and  foliage,  one  dated  1557  and 
the  other  with  coat  of  arms,  reached  £15.  At  the 
same  sale  £9  was  realised  for  Lot  53,  a  bronze  mortar 
9^  inches  high,  inscribed  :  "  Henry  Newnhain  Clement 
Tosiear  cast  me  in  tlie  year  17C6." 

A  New  Venture  in  Herbs 

During  the  present  week  The  Society  of  Herbalists, 
Ltd.,  has  opened  at .  7  Baker  .Street,  London,  W.l,  a 
shop  (appropriately  named  "  Culpeper  House  ")  for  the 
Rale  of  herbs  and  high-class  herbal  preparations.  The 
scheme  of  decoration  in  green  and  white,  the  quantum 
of  gold-labelled  bottles  and  jars  and  the  evidence  of 
taste  in  the  arrangement  of  the  goods  displayed  are  in 
welcome  contrast  to  the  dingy  omnium  gatherum  of  the 
typical  herbalist's  place  of  business,  and  strike  a  note 
Cif  distinction  in  an  important  street  not  too  well  pro- 
vided with  modern  ideas.  The  proprietaries  range 
from  medicines,  external  and  internal,  to  toilet  prepara- 
tions of  attractive  types.  The  managing  director  of  the 
con'pany  is  Mrs.  C.  F.  Leyel,  F.R.H.S.,  and  among 
the  advisory  committee  are  Sir  Ernest  Wallis  Budge 
(late  of  the  British  Museum),  Mrs.  Grieve,  and  Miss 
Dorothy  Hewer,  B.Sc,  the  last-named  of  whom  grows 
and  prepares  many  of  the  herbs  on  sale  in  bottles. 
There  should  be  a  demand  in  the  \Yest  End,  for  culinary 
purposes  and  also  for  tisanes,  for  herbs  tended  and 
packed  with  scientific  care.  It  may  be  added  that 
books  and  pamphlets  on  herbs  and  their  applications  are 
obtainable  at  the  shop.

Similar  applications  by  the  following  chemists  have 
been  refused  ;  F.  Douglas,  Workington;  C.  Hitchon, 
Burnley:  A.  Scragg,  Swadlincote;  J.  H.  Stancliffe,  Idle, 
Bradford  ;  W.  H.  Tliomason,  Earlestown. 

At  Morpeth  Licensing  Sessions,  on  Fe'bniary  9,  the 
magistrates  refused  an  application  for  a  wine  licence  for 
the  .s.ale  of  medicated  wine,  and  endorsed  the  view  of 
the  police  that  the  preparation  was  principally  taken  by 
weak,  neurotic  women,  who  ought  to  be  tlie  last  class  to 
be  supplied  with  wine  of  any  kind.  "  It  leads  people  on 
■  to  the  ice,"  said  the  police  superintendent.  "  Good  wine 
spoilt,"  was  the  opinion  ot  the  magistrates'  clerk. 

At  the  York  Brewster  Sessions  on  February  9  the 
chairman  said  the  roagistivites  desired  to  call  attention 
to  a  practice,  which  was  on  the  increase  in  the  city, 
of  chemists  who  held  licences  for  the  sale  of  medicated 
winea  selling,  not  only  for  medical  purposes  as  originally 
intended,  but  doing  a  large  trade  in  what  Avere  called 
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"medical  wineis,"  which  were  really  intoxicating  wines, 
perhaps  of  inferior  quality.  The  magistrates  had  decided 
not  to  renew  chemists'  licences  for  selling  medicated 
wines,  but  would  adjourn  consideration  until  March, 
when  they  would  be  prepared  to  say  on  what  terms  they 
might  in  future  be  inclined  to  grant  these  licences.  It 
was  thought  that  in  future  strict  regTilations  would  be 
imposed  upon  the  sale  of  medicated  wines,  and  quite 
probably  a  certificate  from  a  qualified  practitdoner  would 
have  to  be  produced  by  the  customer  before  they  could 
be  suipplied. 

Poisonings 

The  following  cases  of  fatal  poisoning,  among  others, 
have  been  recorded  since  our  last  report  : — • 

The  Hereford  city  coroner  held  an  inquiry,  recently, 
concerning  the  death  of  Mrs.  Eva  Butcher,  Bodenham 
Road.  Evidence  was  given  to  the  effect  that  Mrs. 
Butcher  committed  suicide  by  talving  lysol.  The  coroner 
expressed  the  opinion  that  if  there  were  many  more 
cases  of  this  kind  a  restricted  sale  of  lysol  would  result. 
It  had  occurred  to  him  that  suicides  were  very  imitative. 
"  I  had  considered,"  he  proceeded,  "  whether,  arising 
out  of  this  case,  I  should  ask  the  Press  to  suppress 
the  name  of  the  poison ;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  it 
cuts  both  ways,  as,  knowing  that  it  is  such  a  deadly 
poison,  one  could  keep  it  out  of  reach  of  a  person  who 
had  a  tendency  to  commit  suicide.  There  is  another 
point — that  if  these  cases  continually  come  to  the  notice 
of  the  public  legislation  will  be  passed  to  malve  it  a 
scheduled  poison.  I  do  think  that  there  should  be 
some  difficulty  placed  in  the  way  of  anybody  getting 
it."  A  medical  witness  added  :  "I  think  myself  that 
it  should  be  a  scheduled  poison."  [Coroner  and  witness 
are  probably  unaware  that,  as  legally  defined,  lysol  is 
a  scheduled  poison. — Editor.] 

Other  cases  include  an  accidental  death  from  taking 
a  liniment  (unnamed)  and  a  suicide  by  means  of  spirit 
of  salt.

In  Glasgow  Sheriff  Court,  on  February  14,  a  medical 
practitioner  was  charged  under  the  Dangerous  Drugs 
icts  with  having  procured  drugs  for  his  wife  by  delivering 
to  her  order  forms,  in  which  lie  pretended  that  the  drugs 
were  required  for  his  professional  use  only,  whereas  he 
loiew  that  the  order  forms  were  for  the  purpose  of 
enabling  his  wife  to  obtain  the  drugs  for  her  own  use. 
In  dismissing  the  case  the  Sheriff  remarked  that  this  wa.s 
not  the  first  complaint  which  the  respondent  had  had  to 
meet  on  the  identical  species  facti.  The  former  had  been 
dismissed  as  irrelevant.  A  stated  case  on  appeal  was 
asked,  and  then  abandoned,  and  subsequently  the  present 
proceedings  were  brought.  The  respondent  thus,  without 
redress,  had  been  put  to  double  and  substantial  cost  in 
defending  himself  so  far.  There  was,  of  course,  no  ques- 
tion of  competency,  for  the  Crown  in  the  matter  had  a 
high  privilege,  but  the  exercise  of  it,  none  the  less,  had 
Mused  obvious  hardship  to  the  respondent.

Antrim  Union  and  Massereene  Hospital,  Antrim, 
invite  tenders  up  to  February  23  for  supplying  the  hos- 
pital and  the  several  dispensaries  with  medicines  and 
medical  and  surgioal  appliances  for  twelve  months  from 
April  1. 

Boards  of  Guardians  in  Northern  Ireland  are  advertising 
for  tenders  for  the  supply  of  medicines  and  appliances 
for  workhouses  and  dispensaries  for  one  year  from  April  1, 
1927.  The  old  system  of  tendering  which  still  prevails 
in  Ulster  has  been  replaced  in  the  Free  State  by  central 
tendering  to  the  Local  Government  Board  for  all  the 
Unions. 

At  the  final  magisterial  inquiry,  held  on  February  10, 
in  the  case  in  which  Mrs.  E.  Macnaghten  and  her

Co. J  341  Chorley  New  Road,  Horwich,  drug-store  pro- 
prietor.— Die  public  examination  of  tliis  debtor  (C.  <£•  D., 
January  29^  p.  132)  was  held  on  February  15  at  Bolton. 
Hie  ranking  Lia^bilities  totalled  £606.  The  debtor  attri- 
buted his  failure  to  speculation  in  mill  shares.  The 
examination  was  closed.  - 

Re  Elj  Morris  Rosenthal,  432  Edgware  Road,  London, 
W. ,  merchant. — This  bankrupt,  who  failed  in  1926 
(C'  cf.-  D.,  II,  1926,  p.  363),  applied  on  February  11  at 
the  London  Bankruptcy  Court  for  an  order  of  discbarge. 
]\Ir.  Allco^n,  official  receiver,  reported  that  the  bank- 
rupt had  bought  for  £400  the  recipe  for  the  preparation 
of  a  face  powder,  together  with  a  stock  of  the  powder  ;  he 
took  premises  at  35  Oxford  Street,  and  there  traded  as 
"  The  Pulchrit  Beauty  Powder  and  Toilet  Perfumery 
JVIanufacturers  "  from  April  1925  until  April  1926,  when 
lie  sold  the  business  to  his  wife  for  £300,  of  which  he 
onlj'"  received  £75.  The  application  was  opposed  by  the 
official  receiver  on  statutory  grounds,  and  the  discharge 
was  suspended  for  six  months. 

Re  Dudley  Wright,  31  St.  Hilary  Axe.  London,  E.G.— 
This  debtor  attended  on  February  8  at  the  London 
Bankruptcy  Court  for  public  examination  upon  accounts 
showing  total  liabilities  £7,309  (unsecured,  £2,757)  and 
assets  valued  at  £4,627,  or  sufficient  to  yield  a  margin 
of  £1,870  after  payment  of  all  debts.  The  debtor  stated 
that  in  1923  he  conceived  the  idea  of  producing  in  this 
country  certain  chemicals  whicli  had  formerly  hcew  im- 
ported from  Germany  ;  with  this  object  (having  pre- 
viously borrowed  £1,000)  he  purchased  a  grinding  mill 
at  Crosby,  Cumberland,  for  £400,  in  February  1924.  He 
spent  a  furtlier  £600  in  equipping  and  improving  this 
mill ;  the  lender  of  the  £1.000  sued  him  for  the  return 
of  it  in  1925,  and  the  full  amount  was  repaid  in  1926. 
He  was  associated  in  this  chemical  scheme  with  three 
other  persons,  two  of  whom  had  spent  between  £9,000 
and  £10,000  in  equipping  a  larger  mill  than  tliat  pre- 
viously referred  to.  On  the  death  of  one  of  these  persons, 
a  German  chemist,  in  February  1926,  the  other  two 
declined  to  proceed  with  him  alone,  and,  so  far  as  he 
was  concerned,  nothing  liad  come  of  the  venture.  ;  In 
September  and  October  1925  lie  borrowed  from  a  pro- 
fessional moneylender,  who  recovered  iudgment  agains,t 
him.  The  debtor  did  not  admit  insolvency,  and  attri- 
buted liis  present  position  to  loss  of  £3,000  over  a  scheme 
for  the  burning  of  liquid  fuel  and  to  the  failure  of 
his  chemical  scheme  to  fructify.  The  examination  was 
concluded.

From  June  1925  until  the  appointment  of  a  liquidate)-, 
a  Mr.  Killick  was  sole  director  of  the  company,  and 
just  before  the  suspension  of  payment  the  company  paid 
down  £30,000  in  respect  of  turpentine  transactions. 
With  the  liquidator  there  was  also  appointed  a  committee 
of  inspection,  composed  of  i  epresentatives  of  concerns 
whose  liabilities  had  been  incurred  in  connection  with 
the  turpentine  transactions.  While  he  (counsel)  said 
nothing  whatever  against  the  liquidator,  in  the  interests 
of  commercial  morality  there  should  be  an  inquiry  into 
the  way  in  whic  h  Mr.  Killick  had  conducted  the  com- 
pany's 'business.  His  lordship  said  that  the  voluntary 
liquidation  was  supported  ))y  a  majority  of  the  creditors 
(for  £73,000),  and  he  saw  no  reason  why  the  liquidator 
and  the  committee  should  not  investigate  the  company  s 
affairs  fairly  and  honestly.

Letter  from  a  jMember 

The  Registrar  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  INIichael  Leahy, 
ILP.S.L,  Kilfinane,  co.  Limerick,  expressing  his  appre- 
ciation of  the  work  of  the  Society  ni  safeguarding  the 
interests  of  licentiates.    He  stated : — 

City  phai-macisls  are  not  aware  of  the  conditions  existing 
in  villages  and  small  towns,  where  poisons  are  openly  dis- 
played and  sold  with  impunity  by  grocers,  etc.,  withowt  any 
licence  whatsoever.  The  attitude  of  some  doctors  to  the 
chemist,  too,  is  remarkable.  I  have  known  some  of  them  ^o 
prescribe  home  remedies  such  as  liquorice,  flax  seed,  otc, 
and  even  in  some  cases  without  medicine  rather  than  pro- 
scribe and  benefit  a  chemist  who  may  have  incurred  their 
displeasure  through  a  little  counter-prescribing. 

With  regard  to  the  public,  they  bestow  little  thought  on 
the  care  and  anxiety  taken  by  the  chemist  in  safeguarding 
their  lives,  but  they  would  not  bo  too  charitable  if  he  were 
the  victim  of  some  misadventure.  I  would  respectfully  urge 
your  Council  to  make  a  special  appeal  to  every  licentiate 
to  become  a  member,  and  every  licentiate  in  business  to 
join  the  Dublin  and  Provincial  Retail  Drug  As,sooiation, 
especially  now  on  the  eve  of  new  legi,s!ation,  when,  if  we 
vtre  all  united,  we  could  put  forward  our  just  claims  in 
such  a  manner  that  no  Government  could  resist,  and  we 
could  command  from  the  public,  in  no  spirit  of  aggression, 
but  with  quiet  dignity,  that  respect  which  our  onerous  posi- 
tion merits. 

The  President  said  it  was  not  often  that  they  received 
thanks  for  what  they  were  trying  to  do. 

The  Vice-President  said  the  President  and  himself  had 
frequently  written  to  licentiates  appealing  to  them  to 
join  the  Society.  The  only  conclusion  they  could  come' 
to  was  that  the  licentiates  did  not  read  The  Chemist 
AND  Drxiggist.  IE  they  were  not  members  of  the  Society 
they  did  not  get  it.  He  thought  the  time  was  ripe 
when  they  should  make  a  personal  appeal  to  every  licen- 
tiate to  become  a  member  of  the  Society  and  help  the 
Council  in  the  work  they  were  doing.  The  Society  had 
obtained  a  conviction  the  previous  week  for  the  sale  of 
Romor  rat  poison.  He  thought  the  least  the  licentiates 
might  do  was  to  help  them  by  becoming  members  of  the 
Society.  He  suggested  that  a  circular  should  be  pre- 
pared and  sent  to  every  licentiate  in  the  Free  State. 
They  were  losing  members  by  the  resignation  of  those 
in  the  North  of  Ireland,  and  they  must  make  up  the 
wastage  in  some  way.  If  they  got  sufficient  members  to 
give  them  an  income  on  which  they  could  work,  he  was 
sure  they  could  reduce  the  subscription  to  the  pre-war 
figure. 

Dr.  Mitchell  said  he  could  not  understand  any  licen- 
tiate not  joining  the  Society.  The  receipt  of  The 
Chemist  and  Drltggist  would  in  itself  repay  him. 

The  President  :  He  has  also  the  Calendar,  and  a  vote. 

Mr.  Kerr  proposed  that  a  committee,  consisting  of 
the  President,  the  Vice-President  and  Dr.  Walsh,  be 
appointed  to  draw  up  a  circular  for  issue  to  licentiates 
who  are  not  members  of  the  Society,  pointing  out  the 
advantages  of  membership. 

Mr.  Brooke  Kelly  seconded  the  resolution,  which  was 
unanimously  adopted.

Poisonings  by  Lysol 

Arising  out  of  the  report  of  the  Law  Committee,  the 
President  referred  to  the  number  of  deaths  resulting 
from  poisoning  by  Lysol.  In  i'he  Chemist  and  Druggist 
of  February  20,  1926,  would  be  found  statistics  of  the 
Registrar-General  for  England  and  Wales  for  1923,  com- 
pared with  the  two  previous  years.  In  1921  there  were 
39  deaths  from  Lysol  poisoning ;  in  1922,  63 ;  and  in 
1923,  91.  Of  these  figures  32,  56  and  86  respectively 
were  by  suicide.  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  January 
15,  1927,  gave  statistics  of  the  Registrar-General  for 
England  and  Wales  for  1924,  in  comparison  with  the 
previous  years.  These  figures  amounted  to  a  total  of 
118  deaths  from  Lysol  poisoning,  of  which  111  were  by 
suicide.  In  the  issue  of  January  22  the  Scottish  poisoning 
statistics  were  given  for  1924  and  1925.  In  the  first- 
named  year  the  deaths  from  Lysol  poisoning  numbered 
34,  and  in  the  last-named  year  they  numbered  43,  suicide 
accounting  for  28  and  38  respectively. 

The  President  said  that  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
of  January  22  there  was  a  note  of  three  inquests  held 
by  the  South-West  London  coroner  on  persons  who  had 
committed  suicide  by  taking  Lysol.  In  those  cases  the 
coroner  exjiressed  his  opinion  that  some  restrictions 
should  be  placed  on  the  sale  of  Lysol.  Apart  altogether 
from  thi  coroner's  observations,  the  statistics  were 
startling,  showing  the  increasing  number  of  deaths  from 
Lysol,  though  the  ratio  of  poison  deaths  to  total  deatlis 
had  diminished  markedly  in  1924  compared  with  192'). 
Lysol  had  replaced  carbolic  acid  as  an  agency  for  causing 
death  by  suicide.  Speaking  from  memory,  he  thouglit 
that  Lysol  was  responsible  for  four  times  as  many  deaths 
as  carbolic  acid.  Carbolic  acid  was  scheduled  in  Englanl, 
and  it  could  not  be  so  easily  obtained. 

The  Vice-President  proposed  : — That  the  attention  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  in  Ireland  be  called  to  the 
statistics  of  poisoning  by  Lysol,  and  that  they  be  re- 
quested, pursuant  to  Section  I  of  the  Sale  of  Poisons 
(Ireland)  Act,  1870,  to  pass  a  resolution  declaring  that 
Lysol  ought  to  be  deemed  a  poison  within  the  meaning 
of  the  said  Act,  and  that  it  should  be  added  to  Part  jl 
in  Schedule  A  of  the  said  Act. 

]\[r.  Doyle  seconded  the  resolution,  which  was  unani- 
mously adopted. 

Reports  of  the  Examiners 
The  Registrar  submitted  reports  of  the  Examiners  on 
the  Preliminary,  Pharmaceutical  Licence.  Pharmaceutical 
Assistants,  and  Registered  Druggist  examinations.  For 
the  Preliminary  examination  52  candidates  presented  them-  . 
selves,  of  whom  29  passed,  one,  J.  Tynan,  with  honours. 
Thirty-one  candidates  took  Irish,  and  29  passed  in  that 
subject.  Twenty-one  candidates  took  French,  of  whom 
18  passed  in  that  subject.  For  the  Pharmaceutical 
Licence  examination,  28  candidates  presented  themselves, 
of  whom  15  passed,  one,  M.  J.  :McCarthy,  with  honours. 
One  of  the  rejected  candidates.  Mr.  Thomas  B.  Cahill, 
obtained  sufficient  marks  to  enable  him  to  register  as  a 
qualified  assistant.  Thirteen  candidates  were  rejected. 
For  the  Pharmaceutical  Assistants  examination  there 
were  seven  candidates,  of  whom  five  passed.  For  the 
Registered  Druggist  examination  there  were  two  candi- 
dates, one  of  whom  passed.

Re-election  of  Examinees 

Ml.  .Mervyn  V.  Sargent  was  re-elected  examiner  for  the 
Kegistered  Druggist  examination.  Mr.  M.  O'Callaghan 
was  re-elected  Examiner  in  Practical  Pharmacy. 

The   Irish  Language 
Mr.  Kerr  proposed  the  following  resolution  : — 
Thai  '.he  Legislation  Subcommittee  be  instruoLed  to  have" 
provision  made  i,n  the  new  Pharmacy  Act  for  the  Irish  Free 
Slate  to  ma-ice  the  Irish  language  an  essential  subjeat  for 
the  Pliarmacou'ticai  Preliminary  examination,  or  any  other 
examination  accepted  in  lieu  thereof. 

Mr.  Kerr  said  he  could  put  the  case  for  this  motion 
on  two  grounds.  One  was  that  this  proposal  -would 
be  made  law,  wliether  they  lilted  it  or  not;  and  it 
was  for  the  Council  to  say  whether  they  would  draw 
up  a  clause  or  whether  they  would  have  one  drawn 
up  for  them.  But  he  would  like  to  put  it  on  a  higher 
ground  than  that.  He  thought  this  little  country  of 
theirs,  if  it  was  going  to  succeed  at  all,  Avas  going 
to  succeed  iby  the  development  of  their  national  charac- 
teristics. If  they  took  a  great  nation  such  as  Germany, 
it  had  ibecome  great  by  the  development  of  its  most 
noticeable  national  characteristics,  which  were  order  and 
method.  And  if  -  they  took  another  great  nation, 
England,  it  had  been  said  that  England  muddles 
through  .anyhow.  He  did  not  think  that  England 
muddled  through  at  all.  He  thought  the  real  secret 
of  England's  success  was  the  triumph  of  the  individual, 
to  tlie  spirit  of  individualism  that  was  associated  with 
the  English  national  character.  He  thought  that  by 
trying  to  make  the  people  of  Ireland  bi-lingual  they 
would  develop  their  intelligence  and  their  national 
character.  The  'great  English  poet  Spenser  had  said  that 
if  he  took  up  Irish  his  heart  would  be  Irish.  If  they 
made  their  young  students  Irish  in  heait  they  would 
be  a  credit  to  their  country  and  to  pharmacy. 
Dr.  Ryan  seconded  the  re&olution. 

Mr.  Brown  :  I  don't  think  we  can  say  very  much  in 
the  matter.    It  seem«  that  it  will  be  done  for  us. 

Mr.  Smith  suggested  that  Mr.  Kerr  should  omit  the 
concluding  words  of  the  motion — "  or  any  other  examina- 
tion accepted  in  lieu  thereof."  He  pointed  out  that 
they  were  accepting  the  certificates  of  candidates  who 
had  passed  the  examinations  of  the  Colleges  of  Physicians 
and  iSurgeons,  and.  that  Irish  had  not  yet  'been  made 
compulsory  for  these  examinations. 

Mr.  Kerr  agreed  to  accept  Mr.  Smith's  suggestion  ; 
and  the  resolution,  as  amended  by  the  omission  of  the 
concluding  words  as  suggested,  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Elections  and  Nominations 
The  following  were  elected  to  membership  :  Mr.  W.  J, 
McKnight,  Ph.C,  Ballymahon,  co.  Longford  (pi'oposed 
by  Mr.  Kerr  and  seconded  tiy  Mr.  Fleming)  ;  and  Mr.

ENGLAND  AND  WALES 

Local  Reports 

Bolton. — In  an  appeal    made    by    a    firm  of  chemists 
gainst  a  decision  of  the  Insurance  Committee  ((J.  Jl-  D., 
)ecember  18,  p.   900),  implying  inaccurate  dispensing, 
he  Minister  of  Health  allowed  the  appeal  and  directed 
iiat  no  order  be  made  as  to  costs.    The  prescription 
ncerned  was  for  mist,  buchu    (local  formulary),  the 
ormula  being:  Pot.  bicarb,  gr.  160,  pot.  acet.  gr.  160, 
net.  hyosc.  min.  480,  e.xt.  glycyrrh.  liq.  min.  320,  inf. 
uchu  ad  .^viii.    The  committee's  analyst  estimated  that 
he  mi.xture  contained  175  gr.  of  pot.  bicarb,  and  148  gr. 
ot.  acet.,  and  appellants'  analyst  150^  gr.  of  each  salt, 
he  appellants  pointed  out  that  the  B.P.  allows  a  margin 
f  10  per  cent,  for  moisture  in  the  case  of  pot.  acet. 
nd  that  the  potash  salts  in  the  liquorice  extract  affected 
he  findings  of  the  potass,   bicarb.    The   following  are 
he  findings  of  the  Minister  of  Health's  references  : — 
(1)  That  the  analyst  did  not  find  inaccuracy  in  dispensing, 
nd  (2)  that  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  in  the  case  ai  the 
)eta.tc  of  potash  the  certified  deficiency  was  well  within  the 
argin  allowed  by  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  that  in 
he  oase  of  the  bicairbonate  of  potash  the  evidence  showed 
11  excess  of  23  grains  only  the  Pharmaceutical  Service  Sub- 
ommilitee  would' not  have  been  justified  in  finding  inac- 
uracy  of  dispensing.    With  regard  ito  the  appellants'  ai-gu- 
ncnt  that  the  case  should  not  have  been  referred  to  the 
harm-aceutical  Service  Subcommittee,  we  would  point  out 
hat  'the  scheme  under  which  the  test  was  made  does  not 
unit  the  discretion  of  those  whose  duty  it  is  primarily  to 
on«ider  .the  analyst's  reports.    The  scheme  provides  that,  if 
appears  'to  the  Chairman  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Service 
ibeommittea  and  one  of  the  members  of  the  Subcommittee 
ho  ,is  a  registered  pharmacist  that  the  report  of  the  analyst 
of  such  a  character  as  to  make  further  action  on  the  part 
f  the  Committee  desirable,  the  matter  shall  stand  referred 
0  the  Pharmaceutical  Subcommittee.    As  regarda  the  appel- 
aiits'  contenitioii  that  <they  were  put  ito  unniecessary  expense 
II  having  an  analysis  made  of  'the  reserved  portion  of  the 
ample  it  appears  to  us  t'nat  their  position  did  not  differ 
rom  the  position  of  any  chemist  whose  case  is  referred  to 
ho  Pharmaceutioal  Service  Subcommi'ttee.    Under  the  Com- 
iltee's  'Scheme  for  testing  drugs  and  appliances  the  desir- 
ibility  or  otherwise  of  having  an  analysis  made  of  the 
reserved  portion  is  a  matter  entirely  within  the  discretion 
of  the  contractor. 

Essex. — ^The  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee was  held  on  January  25,  Mr.  J.   H.  Burrows 
(chairman)  presiding.      The  Finance  Subcommittee  re- 
ported that  the  'Committee's  proportion  of  the  expendi- 
''ure  incurred  hy  the  East  Anglian  Joint  (Pricing-  of 
prescriptions)      Committee    during    1926    amounts  to 
£920  7s.  4d.,  the  num'ber  of  prescriptions  priced  being 
'  077,888,  or  19s.  per  1,000,  compared  with  17s.  in  1925. 
he  estimated  amount  for  1927  was  £948.    The  Medical 
enefit  Suibcommittee  reported  that  since  January  30,  59 
imples  of   drugLs  and   19    samples   of  la'ppliances  had 
een  Aiken.      Of  these,  68  have  been  reported  upon 
by  the  analysts.      In  38  cases  the  reports  have  been 
satisfactory.     In  one  case  the  original  report  of  the 
analyst  was  amended,  and  the  medicine  certified  to  have 
een  correctly  dispensed.    In  16  cases  the  reports  show 
hat  the  dispensing  was  not  strictly  accurate.     In  each 
the  chemist's  attention  was  called'  to  the  matter.  In 
i'en  cases  the  reports  were  referred  to  the  Pharmaceu- 
wal  Service  Subcommittee  for  investigation.    Six  reports 
lave  yet  to  ibe  considered,  and  10  reports  have  to  be 
eceived  from  the  analysts.     During  the  quaiter  ended 
'eptember  30  insulin  was  supplied  'to  52  persons  at  a 
fost  of  £128  15s.  4d.,  and  vaccines  'and  serums  to  62 
patients  at  a  cost  of  £24  17s.  2d.    The  chairman  said 
had  'been  suggested  that  dispensing  was  sufficient  if 
was  within  7  iper  cent,  of  the  particular  item  pre- 
scribed.    He  -wished  that  there  were  chemists  present 
at  the  meeting  who  would  tell  them  something  about 
the  course  to  take.     Before  long  they  would  have  to 
see  whether  the  prescriptions   were   to  be  accurate  or 
to  be  allowed  a  variation.     Dr.  Panting  did  not  think 
that  a  definite  rule  could  be  laid  down  as  to  deficiency 


in  prescriptions,  and  every  case  had  to  be  decided  on 
its  merits.  If  any  neglect  or  carelessness  from  the 
pharniiaceutical  standpoint  could  be  proved  he  thought 
the  chemist  ought  to  be  blamed.  The  chairman  said 
he  thought  he  would  get  the  clerk  to  discuss  the  subject 
with  the  ilinistry  of  Health.  The  following  are  the 
cases  investigated  Iby  the  Pharmacentical  iService  Sub- 
committee : —

The  chemist  expressed  his  regret,  and  explained  that 
the  acid,  sulph.  was  made  up  by  a  qualified  assistant 
whom  he  had  engaged  for  the  summer  months.  No 
further  action  was  taken. 

No.  2. — M;st.  po'tassii  iodidi.  jviij.  Quantities  prescribed  ; 
I'ot.  iod.,  gr.  80;  ammon.  carb.,  gr.  40;  liq.  arsenic,  \t\_  52; 
emuls.  chlorof.,  ri\  160.  Quantities  estimated  to  be  present: 
Pot.  iod.,  gr.  82.57;  ammon.  carb..  gr.  34.1;  liq.  arscn., 
n  36.3  (approx.)  ;  emul.  chlorof,,  m.  160. 

The  explanation  given  was  that  ipulv.  ammon.  carb. 
was  used  inistead  of  the  freshly  scraped  lump.  Although 
there  was  an  excess  of  approximately  15  per  cent,  in 
liq.  arsen.,  they  were  advised  that,  in  view  of  the  small 
quantity  ordered,  the  variation  called  for  no  action. 

No.  3. — ^Mist.  quininse  3xij.  Quianti'ties  prescnibed  :  quin. 
sulph..  gr.  24;  ac.  hydrobrom.  dil.,  r  240;  emuls.  chlorof., 
K  240.  Qua.ntities  esitimated  to  be  present  :  quin.  .sulph., 
gr.

The  chemist  did  not  understand  the  slight  deficiency 
in  quin.  sulph.,  Ibut  was  aible  to  explain  the  absence  of 
acid,  hydrobrom.  dil.  Further  consideration  had  been 
deferred. 

No.  4. — ^Mist.  bromidi  co..  Svii'].  Quanitities  prescribed  : 
pot  broni.,  gr.  120;  ammon.  brom.,  gr.  120;  sod.  brom., 
gr.  120;  liq.  arsen.,  m  48;  emuls.  chlorof.,  iii  240.  Quantities 
estimated  to  be  present:  pot.  brom.,  gr.  90.2;  ammon.  brom., 
gi.  89.25;  sod.  brom.,  gr.  88.3;  liq.  arsen.,  m  44.45. 

The  chemist  said  he  usually  made  up  a  quantity  of 
the  mixture,  making  it  in  double  strength.  Some  of  it 
may  have  been  spilt.  It  was  recommended  that  a  sum 
of  £2  should  be  withheld  from  the  chemist. 

No.  5. — Garg.  hydrargyri  perchloridi,  Jxij.  Quantities 
prescribed  :  hydrarg.  perchlor.,  gr.  2.  Ingredients  estimated 
to  be  present  :  pot  chlorat.,  gr.  208.0 

The  firm  stated  that  gargl.  pot.  chlor.  had  been  given 
in  place  of  gargl.  hyd.  perchlor.  Their  assistant  had 
discovered  his  mistake  as  soon  'a.s  he  had  handed  the 
bottle  to  the  cusitomer,  who  refused  to  return  it.  A 
director  stated  that  the  assistant  was  not  qualified,  and 
that  he  had  broken  a  rule  by  dispensing  the  prescription. 
As  a  result  he  had  resigned.  The  Subcommittee  recom- 
mended that  £5  tie  withheld  from  the  amount  payable  to 
the  chemists. 

No.  6. — Garg.  hydrarg.  perchloridi.  .^xij.  Quantities  pre- 
scribed :  bydrarg.  pert4ilor.,  gr.  2.  Quantities  estimated  to 
be  present:  hydrarg.  perchlor..  gr.  3.48. 

The  chemist  company  offer  no  explanation,  and  asked 
to  be  relieved. of  the  responsibility  of  Insurance  dispens- 
ing. This  was  agreed,  to.  The  various  Subcommittees' 
recommendations  were  adopted. 

Surrey. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Surrey  Insurance  Commit- 
tee, held  on  January  26,  the  Pharmaceutical  Service  Sub- 
committ?e  reported  that  during  the  quarter  ended  Decem- 
ber 31  twenty-eight  samples  of  medicines  and  appliances 
had  been  taken.  In  two  cases  in  which  drugs  were 
dispensed  the  Committee  were  of  opinion  that  the  medi- 
cine was  carelessly  dispensed  and  that  the  Minister  of 
Health  should  be  informed.  In  another  case  the  Com- 
mittee accepted  the  explanation  of  the  -chemist.  Com- 
menting on  the  report,  Miss  Allen  considered  that  there 
appeared  to  'be  a  great  deal  too  much  carelessness  in 
the  dispensing  of  medicine,  and  the  penalty  recommended 
by  the  subcommittee  in  such  cases  seemed  hardly  severe 
enough.  There  was,  she  considered,  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  unsatisfactory  prescriptions.  The  chairman 
replied  that  there  was  not  actually  an  increase  in  such 
cases,  but  that  the  Committee  were  doing  their  w'Oik 
with  greater  perfection.

The 
toast,  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain," 
\vas  proposed  by  Mr.  G.  H.  Sheard  (BeJl  scholar)  and 
replied  to  by  Mt.  F.  E.  Bi'lson,  Ph.C,  President  of  the 
Pliarmaceutical  Society,  who  agreed  with  the  previous 
'speaker  tha,t  tibe  School  had  been  an  expense  to  tlho 
Society ;  this  outlay,  however,  the  Cooinoil  had  never 
regretted,  as  the  School  was  one  of  the  assets.

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New  Solvents  and  their 
Specific  Uses 

VIII.  Esters 

jEiis,  produced  by  condensation  of  alcohols  with  acids, 
sprise  an  important  section  of  solvents  used  in  lacquer 
auction.  Their  great  utility  is  in  imparting  special 
racteristics  to  solvent  mixtures  for  nitrocellulose  or  to 
finished  lacquer.  The  employment  of  an  ester  along 
h  an  alcohol  makes  the  mixture  frequently  a  better 
vent  for  resin  and  nitrocellulose  than  either  of  the 
arate  ingredients.  Further,  by  blending  suitably,  the 
e  of  evaporation  of  the  solvent  from  the  applied  lacquer 
1  be  modified  as  desired.  Ordinarily  nitrocellulose 
quers  are  sprayed,  which  requires  a  solution  of  low 
cosity  with  rapid  evaporation  initially  to  fix  the  film; 
drying  in  the  later  stages  should  be  sufficiently  slow 
the  lacquer  to  flow  easily  and  leave  a  surface  free 
m  gas  bubbles.  Again,  as  plasticisers  the  addition  of 
ers  maintains  the  film  permanently  elastic.  The  classi-

The  rate  of  evaporation  depends  upon  the  partial 
pour  pressures  of  the  gaseous  components  of  the 
ixed  solvents  in  contact  with  a  solution  of  increasing 
ncentration,  a  problem  unsolvable  except  by  experi- 
ent.  The  use  of  mixed  solvents  and  plasticisers  is  to 
iry  successive  vapour  tensions  and  evaporation  rates  to 
eet  specific  requirements  when  a  lacquer  is  used  on 
etal,  wood,  etc.,  or .  applied  by  spray  or  brush.  An 
telligent  appreciation  of  vapour  pressure  curves  of  pure 
Ivents  is  a  useful  guide  to  their  evaporation  character- 
"ics;  but  the  practical  side  of  lacquer  manufacture^in- 
Joes  other  considerations,  such  as  gloss,  which  normally 
due  to  even  flow  and  slow  secondary  evaporation, 
eluding  a  capacity  for  elimination  of  water  as  vapour. 


The  plotting  of  the  vapour  pressures  of  organic  sol- 
vents against  temperatures  gives  a  series  of  approxi- 
mately parallel  hyperbolic  curves,  the  distance  between 
which  on  the  temperature  co-ordinate  expresses  their 
relative  volatilisation  tendencies.  The  descending  scale 
of  volatility  for  lacquer  solvents  is  as  follows,  the  evapora- 
tion figures  giving  an  idea  of  their  comparative  evapora- 
tive rates  at  ordinary  room  temperature : —

The  vapour-pressure  curves  of  mixed  solvents  are  much 
more  complex  owing  to  the  formation  of  azeotropic  mix- 
tures. There  is  in  this  phenomenon  the  question  of 
molecular  association  in  the  liquid  phase,  as  well  as 
tendencies  of  vapour  tensions  of  alcohols  and  water  to 
behave  abnormally.  This  latter  is  a  reflection  of  the 
high  latent  heats  and  associating  tendencies  of  molecules 
of  alcohols  and  water.  The  vapour-tension  curves  of 
alcohols  and  water  also  usually  increase  more  rapidly  at 
higher  temperatures  than  those  of  esters.  From  a  prac- 
tical standpoint  this  abnormal  behaviour  of  mixed  sol- 
vents is  very  important,  as  explained  in  connection  with 
butyl  alcohol.  The  glycol  ethers  are  also  finding  new 
uses  owing  to  their  equilibrium  phases  of  evaporation 
with  water  and  their  lower  volatility  for  preparing  brush 
lacquers. 

The  esters  themselves  are  easily  obtained  free  from 
water,  but  the  part  played  by  water  in  producing 
"  bloom  "  and  "  blush  "  in  lacquer  films  malves  it  neces- 
sary that  the  alcohols  used  foi  diluting  esters  should 
be  as  anhydrous  as  possible.  The  search  for  new  ester 
.solvents  has  been  gui-ded  to  a  great  extent  by  the  desira- 
bility of  solvents  free  from  the  choking  odours  of.  butyl 
and  amyl  alcohols  and  acetates.  Diethyl  carbonate  is 
an  example  of  a  purely  synthetic  product  which  has 
become  oi  commercial  value  mainly  owing  to  its  pleasant 
odour.  The  glj'col  ethers  promise  to  be  invaluable  on 
this  account  for  domestic  lacquers.  The  solvent  power 
of  esters  for  resins  sometimes  exceeds  tliat  of  the  corre- 
sponding alcohols,  but  (as  mentioned  already)  a  mixture 
is  usually  better  than  either.  Colophony  resin,  gum 
thus,  elemi,  mastic,  damar  and  ester  gum  are  all  soluble 
in  esters,  but  moi-e  readily  soluble  in  ester-alcohol  mix- 
tures. Shellac  and  sandarac  are  insoluble  in  esters  alone, 
but  dissolve  when  an  alcohol  is  added  to  the  ester ; 
these  resins,  however,  are  soluble  in  alcohol  alone.  Kauri, 
pontianac,  and  soft  Manila  resins  are  also  insoluble  in 
esters,  but  dissolve  in  alcohol-ester  mixtures  more  freely 
than  in  alcohols  alone. 
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Parliamentary  Fund  Appeal 

London 

A  meeting  of  the  Soutli-West  London  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  on  February  8,  Mr. 
AV.  F.  Gulliver  in  the  chair.  Mr.  John  Humphrey  gave  an 
address  on  Tfic  Need  for  ParHamcntary  Be  presentation. 
In  the  course  of  his  address  Mr.  Humphrey  said,  as  an 
outcome  of  the  Government  inquiry  now  jjroceeding,  there 
ap-peared  to  be  some  likelihood  of  the  scheduling  of 
poisons  and  the  making  of  regulations  for  the  storage, 
sale  ,  and  dispensing  of  poisons  being  taken  over  by  a 
Government  department.  This  in  spite  of  tlie  fact  that 
it  has  been  fortnd  impossible  at  th«  meetings  of  the 
Departmental  Committee  on  Poisons  to  find  anything 
wrong  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  conduct  of  this 
poisons  business  for  the  past  fifty -nine  years — in  fact, 
ever  since  there  were  parliamentary  powers  to  control 
the  sals  and  distribution  of  poisons  in  this  country. 
When  the  Government  introduces  a  Bill  into  Parliament 
to  give  effect  to  the  recommendation  of  this  Committee, 
it  will  be  Oipen  for  opponents  in  Parliament  to  make  a 
further  attack  on  chemists"  privileges  and  titles.  That 
is  why  one  or  more  good  pharmacists  is  needed  in 
Parliament  to  represent  chemists  atid  take  the  lead  in 
repelling  such  attacks.  Attacks  on  the  chemist's  posi- 
tion are  being  made  by  the  Apothecaries'  Society,  the 
unregistered  druggists,  and  various  classes  of  peopie  who 
wish  to  be  able  to  obtain  poisons  without  any  restric- 
tions. Ihese  include  hairdressers,  ratcatchers,  manufac- 
turei's  of  agricultural  preparations,  and  many  others. 
The  pharmaceutical  position  is  also  being  threatened 
from  within.  Recommendations  have  been  made  by 
people  who  ought  to  know  better,  favouring  the  transfer 
of  all  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  parliamentarj'  powers 
to  a  Pharmacy  Board,  controlled  by  some  Government 
department.  Not  only  would  the  poisons  business  thus 
be  taken  away  from  the  Society,  but  also  its  powers  of 
examination  and  registration.  ,  It  was  essential  that 
chemists  should  make  provision  for  sending  representa- 
tives to  Parliament  to  counteract  such  poisonous  advice 
and  ensure  the  continuance  of  the  Society  as  the  only 
body  which  can  effectually  safeguard  the  material 
interests  of  the  trade.    Mr.  John  Keall  also  spoke. 

Glasgow 

Unanimous  approval  of  the  special  parliamentary  fund 
proposal  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain 
was  given  at  a  recent  meeting  of  chemists  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Glasgow  and  South-Western  Scottish 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  Scottish 
Pharmaceutical  Federation.  Mr.  H.  P.  Arthur  presided, 
and  intimated  that  if  every  chemist  in  the  area  were 
i(/  subscribe  £1  Is.,  they  would  realise  £800.  During 
the  meeting  several  donations  were  made  and 
promised.  Mr.  Thomas  Marns,  Ealing,  and  Mr.  A.  A. 
Dick,  J. P..  Bellshill,  were  the  principal  speakers.  An 
•apology  for  absence  was  intimated  on  behalf  of  Mr. 
E.  T.  Neathercoat,  C.B.E.,  J.P.,  and  an  expression  of 
s^ym.palhy  was  conveyed  to  him  with  the  hope  that  Mrs. 
Neathercoat  would  soon  be  restored  to  health.  In  the 
course  of  his  address  Mr.  Marns  said  that  the  Home 
Office  believed  in  regulations,  entirely  eliminating  the 
human  element,  but  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  believed 
in  the  education  of  the  vendor.  Hence  a  different  point 
of  view  arose.  All  agreed  that  there  were  anomalies 
under  the  present  regulations,  and.  naturally,  the  Home 
Office  to  simplify  and  justify  their  own  point  of  view 
of  cast-iron  regulations  must  have  pressed  for  an  inquiry. 
The  inquiry  was  the  natural  sequence  leading  to  the 
consolidation  and  simnlification  of  the  poison  laws. 
They  must  press  unitedly  to  secure  direct  representation 
in  Parliament  to  ensure  that  they  had  a  voice  in  the 
House  of  Commons  when  any  Bill  was  brought  there 
to  be  discussed.  Pausing  to '  refer  to  the  work  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  during  the  greater  part  of  a 
century.  Mr.  Marns  went  on  to  say  that  before  long  the 
House  of  Commons  might  be  discussing  their  most  inti-

kir.  Norman  Evers, 

in  his  paper  read  before  the  Royal 
Society  of  Arts  (C  tt  D.,  February  5,  p.  173),  dealt 
ffith  many  matters  of  interest,  and  his  remarks  on 
synthetic  drugs  were  very  much  to  the  point.  We  all 
suffered  by  the  indiscriminate  way  in  which  such  drugs 
were  introduced  in  the  pre-war  period.  Doctors  were  in 
:he  habit  of  ordering  them  without  knowing  anj-thing 
more  about  them  than  was  stated  in  the  lists  that  remind 
Mr.  Evers  of  catalogues  of  roses  "  in  the  unstinted  praise 
which  is  given  to  the  latest  productions."'  They  were 
prescribed  once  or  twice ;  we  had  to  procure  them  in 
jriginal  packages,  and  later  each  of  these  one-time  marvels 
usually  found  its  way  to  the  shelf  where  we  stored 
svidences  of  capital  fruitlessly  invested.  There  were,  of 
Dourse,  a  few  exceptions,  compounds  .which  proved  their 
value  and  have  since  remained  part  of  the  regular 
materia  medica ;  but  there  have  been  many  times  when 
[  have  wished  that  no  new  synthetic  drug  could  be 
offered  for  sale  until  it  had  been  tested  by  some  com- 
petent authority  and  definitely  shown  to  possess  some 
advantage  over  similar  compounds  already  in  use.  Let 
us  hope  that  the  present  alleged  scepticism  of  the  medical 
profession  respecting  synthetic  drugs  will  be  encouraged 
to  continue,  to  the  extent  that  no  new  product  shall  be 
forced  upon  us  until  such  time  as  it  has  been  proved  to 
produce  a  definite  physiological  action  in  a  better  way 
than  earlier  products. 

Another  Point 

of  special  interest  to  me,  in  the  paper  read 
by  Mr.  Evers,  is  his  reference  to  the  fact  that  many  old 
and  popular  preparations  are  made  from  formulas  which 
were  devised  in  the  days  when  the  pharmacist  made  these 
things  in  small  quantities  in  his  own  laboratory,  and  that 
troubles  are  apt  to  occur  when  the  preparations  are  made 
in  large  batches  from  the  same  formulas.  It  is,  of  course, 
well  known  that  success  in  making  a  preparation  on  an 
experimental  scale  is  not  always  repeated  when  the  opera- 
tions are  carried  out  on  a  scale  required  to  produce  large 
batches.  That  is  one  reason  why  official  formulas  are 
continually  requiring  modification.  It  is  also  a  reason 
why  B.P.  galenicals  made  in  the  pharmacy  are  not  always 
the  same  as  the  manufacturers'  products  which  so  many 
pharmacists  buy  ready-made  nowadays  instead  of  com- 
pounding them.  ]\Iy  first  experience  of  this,  many  years 
ago,  was  with  oxymel  of  squills,  a  preparation  which  I 
never  succeeded  in  making  of  so  dark  a  colour  as  that 
which  was  supplied  by  wholesalers.  Extracts  also  differed 
in  similar  circumstances,  and  I  learned  in  time  to  under- 
stand why  certain  pliarmacists  built  up  a  reputation  for 
producing  particular  galenicals  of  a  specially  high  stan- 
dard. I  am  reminded  that  uniformity  in  appearance  is 
always  desirable  where  medicinal  products  are  concerned, 
but  I  feel  that  there  is  an  important  problem  which  ought 
to  be  solved. 

Medicine -Stamp  Duty 

provides  subject-matter  for  a  story 
that  attracts  pharmacists,  as  i\lr.  William  Wyatt  has 
recently  shown  [C.  A:  D.,  February  12,  p.  201)  ;  but, 
except  for  the  increase  in  the  duty  payable,  there  has 
been  nothing  fresh  to  relate  on  this  subject  since  1803, 
when  you  devoted  many  columns  to  explanations  of 
changes  caused  by  the  High  Court  decision  in  the  case 
which  settled  the  question  about  the  "  known,  admitted 
and  approved  "  exemption.  As  Mr.  Wyatt  made  clear, 
however,  the  medicine-stamp  business  is  a  very  compli- 
cated one,  and  it  is  just  as  well  that  we  siiould  have 
our  knowledge  of  the  subject  freshened  up  from  time  to 
time.  So  far  as  I  can  see,  the  C.  iC'  D.  does  this  regu- 
larly in  as  efficient  a  manner  as  it  can  be  done,  and  has 
helped  us  consistently  to  avoid  trouble  ever  since  you 
published  Alpe's  remarkable  book  so  many  years  ago. 
We  look  to  you  as  the  chief  authority  on  the  incidence 
of  medicine-stamp  duty,  on  the  trade  side  at  any  rate, 
and  I  should  be  surprised  to  learn  of  any  chemist  finding 
himself  in  difficulty  about  the  stamping  of  medicines  if 
he  followed  your  advice. 


Mr.  Wyatt 's  Interesting  Lecture, 

and,  in  particular,  '  hia 
reference  to  the  first  imposition  of  a  duty  on  the  sale  of 
secret  remedies,  calls  to  mind  the  great  vogue  which  such 
articles  had  in  the  eighteenth  century.  That  they  should 
have  attracted  the  avid  eye  of  an  impecunious  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer  was  not  very  remarkable.  It  may  have 
been  that  the  Chancellor,  however,  had  it  in  his  mind  to 
redress  the  balance  in  the  treasury  which  had  leen,  some 
years  previously,  unduly  disturbed  by  the  payment  of 
£5,000  to  that  arch-quack  Joanna  Stephens.  To  extract 
from  the  Government  a  sum  equivalent  to  over  £15,000  of 
our  money  was  an  achievement  which  we  should  decline 
to  believe  if  it  were  not  the  fact  that  on  the  Statute  Book 
there  is  "  An  Act  for  providing  a  reward  to  Joanna 
Stephens  upon  a  proper  discovery  to  ^be  made  by  her  for 
the  use  of  the  publick  of  the  Medicines  prepared  by  her 
for  the  Cure  of  the  Stone."  The  recipes  for  her  medicines 
were  duly  published  in  "  The  London  Gazette,''  and  were 
quite  extensively  copied.  They  are  not  only  to  be  found 
in  modern  works  treating  of  quacks  and  quackery but 
they  were  given  a  place  in  many  of  the  books  treating  of 
cookery  and  domestic  remedies  in  that  century.  Tho 
ingredients  of  her  preparations  were  calcined  egg-shells, 
calcined  snails,  swines-cress,  burdock  seeds,  wild  carrot 
seeds,  "  ashen-keys  "  (fruits  of  the  ash  tree),  chamomile 
flowers,  sweet  fennel^  parsley,  burdock  leaves  and  soap. 
The  essential  feature  of  the  method  of  preparation  was  that 
most  of  the  ingredients  were  "  burnt  to  blackness,"  and 
the  resultant  medicine  would  consequently  possess  a 
markedly  alkaline  reaction. 

A  Few  Years 

before  Mrs.  Stephens  received  her  grant 
from  Parliament,  there  began  the  practice  of  medi- 
cine a  man  who  had  hitherto  been  a  dry- 
salter  in  lhames  Street.  It  was  about  1733 
that  Joshua  Ward  embarked  upon  what  must  be 
considered  to  be  a  most  successful  career  as  a  purveyor 
of  physic.  As  to  how  much  money  he  managed  to  secure 
it  would  be  difficult  to  estimate;  but  that  it  was  sufficient 
for  him  to  cut  a  great  figure  in  London  is  evident  from 
several  facts  which  are  told  of  him.  His  pills  and  drops 
were  much  advertised,  but  his  fam^  was  spread  abroad 
chiefly  in  the  town  by  a  number  of  people  who  became 
interested  in  him  on  account  of  his  wonderful  cures.  As 
to  what  was  published  concerning  the  cases  he  did  not 
cure,  it  is  necessary  to  turn  up  the  files  of  "  The  Grub 
Street  Journal  "  or  "  The  Gentleman's  iMagazine  "  for 
1734.  Ward's  aristocratic  friends  introduced  their 
protege  to  George  II,  whose  dislocated  thumb  he  re- 
placed, thereby  earning  the  king's  gratitude.  It  says 
much  for  his  prosperity  that  he  disdained  any  pecuniary 
reward  for  these  services,  in  favour  of  being  permitted  to 
drive  his  coach  by  a  route  forbidden  to  the  public  in 
general.  The  basis  of  this  man's  prosperity  was  the 
several  nostrums  which  were  boomed  in  the  Press  and  by 
his  friends.  The  most  characteristic  ingredient  was  a  pru- 
paration  of  antimony.  That  this  was  so  was  proclaimed 
to  everyone  by  "The  Grub  Street  Journal,"  which  Ward 
prosecuted  for  libel  ;  in  this  affair  he  failed.  The  number 
of  cases  which  succumbed  under  Ward's  treatment  (which 
"  Miso-quachus,"  in  the  said  journal,  declared  to  be  due 
to  antinionial  poisoning)  was  appalling.  The  evidence 
produced  was  irresistible,  and  the  conclusion  was  that,  as 
Dr.  James  afterwards  intimated,  antimonial  medicines 
often  "  operated  with  great  violence  without  any  appaient 
alteration  of  circumstances.''  Dr.  James  set  forth  the 
iniquitous  profits  which  the  vendors  (for  there  were  several 
others)  of  these  antimonial  preparations  were  making. 
His  calculation,  based  on  the  price  of  the  antimony  and 
the  other  ingredients,  showed  that  they  did  not  cost  more 
than  a  shilling  per  pound,  and  the  composition,  when  sold, 
produced  £71  per  pound.  With  such  evidence  as  these 
two  cases  afforded,  it  would  have  been  remarkable  if  any 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  had  not  yielded  to  such  allure- 
ments to  make  these  affluent  and  powerful  quacks  con- 
tribute to  the  exchequer  something  for  the  privilege  of 
curing  or  killing  his  ^Iajesty's  .subjects. 
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For  the  very  young 
or  delicate  baby — 
as  the  sole  food

Editorial  Articles 

Is  Health  Insurance  National } 

Thzee  are  three  matters  in  connection  v,-ith  the  chemist 
contractor's  service  nnder  the  National  Health  Insurance 
Acts  in  respect  of  -which  the  national  character  of  the 
scheme  may  be  called  into  question— (1)  the  numerous 
diversities  among  the  formularies  for  Insurance  dispens- 
ing;  (2)  the  uncertainties  as  to  -w-hat  preparations  are 
included  in  the  terms  "proper  and  sufficient  medicine  '; 
and  (3)  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  the  chemist  dispens- 
ing prescriptions  issued  in  any  area  other  than  his  own. 
These  three  matters  have  a  very  important  bearing 
upon  the  chemist's  work,  two  on  his  remunera- 
tion and  the  third  on  his  time.  Insurance  di.spensing 
has  brought  into  being  a  large  number  of 
DivEESZ  local  formularies.  When  many  persons  are 
FoEMT-  being  medically  treated,  it  must  naturally 
LAEIE*  follow  that  the  same  medicaments  or  com- 
binations of  drugs  are  being  prescribed  over 
and  over  again   in  similar  cases;  and  therefore,  after 
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medical  benefit  became  available  for  insured  persons,  it 
was  not  long  before  lists  of  standard  medicines  -were  com- 
piled. These  formularies  were  generally  prepared  at  the 
suggestion  of  the  Panel  committees,  chiefly  -svith  the 
object  of  saving  the  time  of  the  doctors;  they  are  not 
of  any  great  advantage  to  the  chemists.  Unfortunately, 
when  these  formularies  were  compiled,  there  was  little 
co-ordination  or  co-operation  between  the  practitioners  in 
adjoining  areas-,  a  circumstance  which  has  given  rise  to 
confusion  in  many  places.  Different  sets  of  standard 
formulas  have  been  adopted  by  the  authorities  in  different 
county  or  borough  areas,  and  it  may  be  remembered  that 
in  several  issues  between  January  19]  5  and  .January  1916. 
as  well  as  in  The  Chtmiit  and  Drwio'iit  Diary.  1916 
(pp.  215  et  ieq.),  we  gav.e  a  tabulated  comparison  of 
,the  most  important  Insurance  types  of  mixture,  gargle. 
loticMi  and  so  forth.  One  chemist  may  be  on  the  panel 
for  three  such  adjoining  areas ;  he  may  accordingly  receive 
prescriptions  for  mixtures  having  the  same  name  but  the 
formulas  for  which  are  contained  in  three  different  formu- 
laries. This  position  is  sufficiently  curious,  hut  it  is  sur- 
passed by  that  in  which  a  doctor  on  the  panel  for  two 
adjoining  areas  may  find  himself  ;  for  when  he  prescribes, 
say  mist,  tussis.  for  a  patient  resident  in  area  .A.  he  may 
mean  something  quite  different,  from  the.  mist,  .tussis  he 
orders  for  the  patient  in  area  B.  A  suggestion  has  been 
made  that  the  solution  of  these  differences  is  the  com- 
pilation of  one  National  Insurance  formulary.  The  matter 
has  been  the  subject  of  discussion  l>etween  the  ^Ministry 
of  Health  and  the  Insurance  Acts  Committee  of  the 
British  Medical  Association,  but  the  chemists"  interests  in 
the  matter  have  not  been  sufficiently  considered.    It  is 

somev.-hat  surprising  to  find  that  the  benefits 
Dis.vLLOW-  which  insured  persons  receive  under  the 
ANTES  Health  Insurance  Acts  axe  not  always  national 

in  character — in  other  words,  that  wJiat  they 
receive  sometimes  depends  on  where  they  live.  The 
Insurance  Committees  set  up  to  administer  the  Act  are 
empowered  to  make  decisions  as  to  what  constitutes 
'.'proper  and  sufficient  medicine."  From  the  reports  of 
various  decisions  which  have  been  published  it  would 
appear  that  opinions  as  to  the  articles  which  should  be 
allowed  differ  in  different  areas.  The  question  as  to  what, 
precisely,  is  intended  by  the  term  "  proper  and  sufficient 
medicine  has  never  been  officially  decided,  so  far  as  we 
can  ascertain ;  and  although  the  power  to  admit  or  refuse 
any  particular  article  rests  in  the  last  event  with  the 
Insurance  Committee,  it  appears  to  depend  largely  on 
the  view  taken  by  the  Pricing  Bureau.  "  5ledi- 
cines  are  allowed,  foods  are  disallowed;  but  with 
regard  to  the  dozens  of  articles  which  stand  on  the 
border  line  between  these  two  classes,  each  local  Insur- 
ance Committee  is  expected  to  be  able  to  make  its  own 
decisions.  When  it  is  remembered  that  there  are  well 
over  a  hundred  of  these  Committees  in  the  country,  the 
chances  of  finding  that  they  agree  in  all  their  decisions 
appears  to  be  somewhat  remote.  Obviously,  this  diver- 
sity is  bad.  Our  interest  in  it  arises  from  the  fact  tliat 
the  chemist  loses  money  when  articles  which  he  has 
supplied  are  disallowed.  Tliis  chance  of  loss  would  be 
minimised  if  the  decisions  of  a  central  authority  were 
regularly  communicated  to  all  chemists  officially.  In 
earlier  times,  the  terms  for  Insurance  dispensing  were 
settled  for  each  year  of  service  by  negotiation  between 
the  local  chemists' ^committee  and  the  local  Insurance 
Committee.  Later,  however,  when  national  conferences 
of  pharmacists  were  called,  the  Local  Associations  Execu- 
tive assumed  control  and  negotiated  with  the  ^Ministry 
on  a  national  basis.  It  is  difficult  to  understand  why 
these  other  matters  in  which  chemists  and  doctors  are 
equally  concerned  .shotild  be  left  to  local  committees. 


Surely  geograp'iical  distinctions  are  somewhat  out  of  place 
in  the  consideration  of  questions  having  such 
X.ft70X.\L     an  important  national  bearing.       The  third 
P.\xzL  point  we  have  referred  to  arises  because  a, 

Terms  chemist  who  contracts  to  supply  medicines- 
enters  into  an  agreement  with  a  particular 
Insurance  Committee  with  regard  to  the  insured  persons 
in  that  area.  A  committee  will  not  pay  for  medicine 
supplied  to  iwtients  living  outside  its  own  area,  and 
therefore  a  chemist  must  "  join  the  panel  "  for  as  many 
areas  as  he  desires  to  contract  with.  We  have  heard 
of  cases  in  which  chemists,  for  instance,  on  the  East 
Coast  have  had  prescriptions  presented  to  them  by 
visitoi's  on  holiday,  the  forms  having  been  issued  by- 
practitioners  in  the  LondoUj  Middlesex,  or  Surrey  areas. 
The  chemists  have  dispensed  these  prescriptions  quite 
innocently,  but  on  presenting  them  for  payment  locally 
have  been  told  that  as  the  forms  are  not  issued  by  doctors 
under  contract  with  the  Committee  they  cannot  be  paid 
for.  A  claim  has  then  been  made  on  the  Committee  in 
whose  area  the  forms  were  issued,  only  to  be  met  with 
the  reply  that  as  the  chemist  is  not  under  contract  with 
that  particular  Committee  no  payment  can  be  made. 
Thus  the  curious  position  arises  of  a  chemist  who  has 
been  accepted  as  a  panel  dispenser  being  unable  to  obtain 
payment  for  prescriptions  dispensed  in  good  faith  for 
insui-ed  pereons.  Special  provision  is  made  in  the 
Medical  Benefit  Eegulations  by  means  of  which  persons 
who  are  av.ay  from  their  own  homes  are  enabled  to 
obtain  any  medicine  which  they  may  require.  There  are 
also  ways  in  which  a  chemist  who  has  inadvertently  dis- 
pensed prescriptions  issued  in  another  area  may.  as  a 
favour',  obtain  payment,  but  the  procedure  is  somewhat 
cumbersome.  It  ought  to  be  possible  to  arrange  that 
a  chemist  should  dispense  any  prescription  presented 
to  him  by  an  insured  person,  and  that  payment  should 
be  made  for  the  medicine  in  the  ordinary  way.  The 
drug  fund  is  not  collected  locally ;  it  is  a  central  fund, 
and  whether  it  is  disbursed  in  the  North  or  the  South 
of  England  makes  no  difference  to  the  total  amount 
actually  expended.  The  three  points  we  have  raised 
have  a  direct  bearing  on  the  chemist's  profit  on  his  work  : 
they  should  be  borne  in  mind  when  the  question  of 
revised  dispensing  terms  comes  up  for  discussion. 


Steadier  Markets  in  Seed  Oils 

THTRg.  has  been  a  somewhat  move  definite  tendency 
towards  improvement  in  the  chief  descriptions  of  seed 
oils  during  the  last  few  weeks,  with  a  certain  broadening 
of  activity,  the  markets  having  been  primarOy  influenced 
by  a  generally  increased  demand  for  raw  materials.  Both 
cottonseed  and  linseed  attracted  more  interest  on  the  part 
of  Continental  and  home  crushers,  while  the  feeling  as 
regards  the  latter  was  strengthened  by  reduced  estimates 
of  the  Argentine  yield,  and  also  adverse  Indian  crop 
ad^  ices,  the  acreage  under  cultivation  being  somewhat 
less  than  last  year.  The  official  reduction  of  70,0C0  tons 
in  the  River  Plate  crop,  against  the  previous  forecast, 
means  that  compared  with  the  previous  season's  yield 
there  will  be  a  deficit  of  about  150,000  tons,  so  that 
the  exportable  surplus  would  represent  1,550,000  tons. 
The  total  exported  in  the  past,  year  to  all  destinations 
amounted  to  close  on  one  and  a  half  million  tons.  The 
market  quickly  responded  to  the  revised  estimate  after 
having  pjeviously  fully  discounted  figures  which  were 
rather  more  closely  in  line  with  the  past  season.  The 
prospect  of  a  smaller  Indian  crop  has  naturally  induced 
considerably  more  reserve  by  Argentine  shippers,  inasmuch 
as  there  has  been  on  the  whole  a  well-sustained  demand, 
and  the  crop  movement  has  not  been  so  rapid  as  in 
the  earlier  part  of  last  year.  America  has  been  absorbing 
larger  quantities  again,  while  a  large  part  of  the  ship- 
ments for  weeks  past  was  headed  for  the  United  States. 
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It  is  well  to  bear  in  mind,  however,  that  a  good  surplus 
of  old  S'led  existed  in  the  River  Plate  at  the  close  of 
last  y'iar.  There  is  undoubtedly  a  good  possibility  of 
an  expansion  of  the  general  demand  as  time  goes  on, 
since  the  aspect  of  the  market  has  been  rendered  more 
optimistic,  and  the  outlet  for  oil  is  quietly  assuming 
more  normal  proportions.  The  fact  deserves  notice  that 
the  total  world's  shipments  of  linseed  for  last  year 
amounted  to  1,935,CC0  tons — an  increase  not  far  short  of 
half  a  million  tons  compared  with  the  preceding  year. 
Should  this  total  again  be  approximately  reached  for  the 
current  year,  which  is  not  unlikely,  prospective  supplies 
for  this  season,  allowing  for  a  deficit  in  both  the  Argen- 
tine and  Indian  crops,  may  not  prove  to  be  much  in 
excess  of  the  absorbing  capacity  of  the  world's  markets. 
Ill  view  of  the  steady  advance  in  seed  up  to  about 
£18  2s,  6d.  for  early  shipment  from  Calcutta  and  to  £16 
upward  for  Argentine  afloat,  considerably  activity  was 
noted  ^n  linseed  oil,  which  fluctuated  from  about  £30 
early  in  January  up  to  £33  10s,  for  spot  delivery  net 
naked  ex  mill,  this  being  fully  £5  per  ton  above  the 
lowest  level  seen  last  year.  Details  of  our  receipts  of 
linseed  for  the  past  year  indicate  striking  variations  com- 
pared with  the  previous  year,  the  figures  being  as  follows  :

In  spite  of  the'  coal  crisis,  incomings  from  all  sources 
were,  therefore,  over  20,000  tons  in  excess  of  the  figures 
for  1925.  so  that  the  big  deficit  of  145,000  tons  in  the 
receipts  from  British  India  was  more  than  made  up  by 
the  considerably  larger  supplies  from  the  Argentine  and 
the  increase  accounted  from  Soviet  Russia.  The  latter 
was  a  welcome  feature,  as  this  pre-war  source  of  supply 
is  being  slowly  restored,  while  good  quantities  are  also 
coming  forward  from  the  Baltic  States.  At  the  lower 
range  of  prices,  the  takings  by  the  Continental  countries 
were  roughly  twice  as  large  as  for  the  previous  year, 
and  a  great  deal  more  has  been  absorbed  by  Germany. 
In  contrast  to  linseed,  our  imports  of  cottonseed  were 
smaller,  the  returns  being  as  given  below  : —  .

It  will  be  eeen,  thei'efore,  .that  there  has  been  a 
shvinkag.j  of  about  70,000  tons  on  the  year,  while  the 
marked  decrease  of  about  137,000  tons  in  the  receipts 
from  British  India  was  offset  about  half-way  by  increased 
contributions  from  Egypt  and  other  countries  combined. 
Conditions  in  cottonseed  since  the  close  of  last  yea.r  have 
<leveloped  marked  strength,  due  to  a  revival  of  demand. 
Tlie  price  recently  dropped  to  the  pre-war  level,  and  was 
thus  considered  attractive,  while  the  placing  of  new 
orders  was  facilitated  by  a  reduction  in  freight  costs, 
although  these  are  still  above  the  normal.  The  price 
of  Egyptian  cottonseed  has  appreciated  bv  about  £2  per 
ton  from .  the-  lowest  point  attained  two  months  ago  or 
so,  HuU  crushers  having  taken  considerable  quantities 
of  the  variO'US  de.scriptions  of  Egyptian  seed  for  early  sliip- 
meiit  ;  tbis  buying  has  been  encouraged  by  a  freer  export 
movement  of  cotton  oil.     The  value  of  Egyptian  ciude 


oil  has  been  lifted  to  about  £35  lOs.,  which  is  an  advance 
of  fully  £4  per  ton  from  the  figure  touched  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year.  Ihere  has  beeil  little  alteration  in 
other  descriptions  of  seed  oils,  the  tendency  of  which, 
nevertheless,  has  been  upward  in  the  absence  of  any 
special  activity.  The  outlook  as  regards  supplies  of  raw 
materials  seems  generally  quite  satisfactory,  with  no 
danger  of  any  shortage,  and  current  prices  being  fairly 
reasonable,  prospects  in  the  oilseed  crushing  industry 
seem  to  favour  a  full  measure  of  activity  for  the  cairrent 
year  under  more  promising  trade  and  labour  conditions.

3-5,  1926.  Mr.  C.  H.  Hampshire.  B.Sc,  F,I.C.,  Ph.C, 
is  the  general  editor,  and  ?ilr.  J.  0.  Braithwaite,  Ph.C, 
editor  of  the  abstracts.  The  volume  has  approximately 
the  same  number  of  pages  as  the  1925  "  Year-Book," 
the  contents  having  apparently  been  arranged  so  as  to 
,fill  a  given  space.  Ihe  now  customary  subject-index 
and  index  of  authors  are  provided.]

Pp.  278.  Marks  15.  Verlag  von  Georg  Thieme,  Leiipzig. 
[In  the  light  of  Professor  Maier's  investigations,  the 
anxiety  evinced  by  medical  authorities  of  the  United 
Statas  to  combat  the  abuse  of  cocaine  seems  comprehen- 
sible, for  we  learn  that  this  evil  had  already  assumed 
a  considerable  extension  there  as  far  back  as  1898.  In 
1902,  the  date  of  the  commencement  of  the  habit  of 
taking  the  drug  by  snuffling,  the  number  of  cocaine 
addicts  in  Cincinnati  alone  was  estimated  at  about  10,000, 
a  state  of  affairs  which  was  responsible  for  the  enactment 
of  laws  in  Ohio  and  Kentucky  restricting  the  delivery  of 
the  drug  to  the  production  of  a  bona  fide  pre- 
scription. Cocaine  in  all  its  aspects  is  dealt  with 
in  this  work:  the  history  of  the  coca  plant,  its 
cultivation,  the  chemistry  of  cocaine,  its  physi,- 
olOigical  action,  the  symptomatology  and  treatment 
of  the  cocaine  habit,  illustrated  by  numerous  typical  case 
histories;  cocainomania  and  criminality,  and  recent  legis- 
lation on  this  subject.  The  work  practically  covers  the 
whole  field  of  cocaine  addiction,  whereby  the  chapter 
devoted  to  a  description  of  the  growth  and  extension  of 
this  abuse  is  a  particularly  valuable  and  interesting  con- 
tribution, in  which  Great  Britain,  fortunately,  scarcely 
figures.]

cerning  mineral  oil  and  its  allied  products.  Science  and 
practice  are  evenly  balanced  ;  the  general  chemical  and 
.  physical  characters  of  ]3etroleum,  as  well  as  the 
specific  features  of  oils  of  various  origin,  'ts 
derivation,  geograpiueal  distribution,  and  history 
are  first  of  all  described.  The  following  chapters, 
vvbich  form  the  major  part  of  the  work,  are 
devoted  to  the  extraction,  refining  and  distilla- 
tion of  petroleum,  whereby  the  description  of  each  work- 
ing process  is  prefaced  by  an  outline  of  the  theoretical 
considerations  underlying  its  application.

Despite  tlie  complex  nature  of  the 
subject  and  its  wide  ramifications,  the  author  has  covered 
tlie  ground  very  thoroughly.] 
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Thk  chief  innovations  and  modifications  embodied  in  the 
fifth  edition  of  the  Dutch  Pharmacopoeia  Weie  dealt  with 
in  an  editorial  article  in  our  issue  of  December  4,  p.  834.

Belfast. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  Chemi'^.'s"  and 
DiTiggibts'  Society  of  Ireland  was  held  on  February  9 
in  t'he  Society's  headquarters,  11  Waring  Street,  Belfast, 
the  President  (Mr.  Fred  Storey)  in  the  chair.

Blackburn. — The  annual  meeting  of  Blackburn  Chemists' 
Association  was  held  on  February  10,  Mr.  J.  E.  Isherwood

Brighton.— A  meeting  of  the  Brighton  and  Hove 
Association  of  Pharmacists  was  held  on  February  9, 
Mr.  F.  W.  Burgess  (President)  in  the  chair.  In  a  com- 
prehensive address  Mr.  Linetead  (secretary  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society)  showed  the  need  for  setting  up 
the  departmental  committee  now  couisidering  the  condi- 
tion of  phariiiacy  legislation,  and  intimated  that  a  con- 
solidated Pharmacy  Act  would  probaibly  be  the  eventual 
result.  T  he  address  led  up  to  the  urgency  of  represen- 
tation of  pharmacy  in  Parliaimemt,  and  Mr.  Linstead 
appaaled  for  support  for  the  Society's  Parliamentary 
Fund. 

Edinburgh. — The  Edinburgh  Chemists'  Assistants"  and 
Apprentices'  Association  held  a  meeting  at  36  York 
Place,  Edinburgh,  recently,  Mr.  Eric  Knott,  Ph.C, 
F.C.S.  (President) .  in  the  chair.  jNIr.  H.  B.  Young  gave 
a  paper  on  Some  Dispensing  A'Otes,  dealing-  particulai-ly 
with  vaseline  and  soft  paraffin  in  prescriptions.  Last 
session  he  was  reported  as  saying  white  vaseline  should 
not  be  used  on  a  mucous  membrane  because  it  might 
contain  acid  due  to  the  bleaching  process  it  undergoes. 
He  was  really  referring  to  some  white  soft  paraffins  to 
be  found  on  the  market.  White  vaseline,  being  prepared 
by  a  special  process  of  filtration,  was  entirely  free  from 
any  such  risk.  Since  last  April  tlie  discussion  had  pro- 
duced some  further  comparisons,  into  which  he  had  gone, 
and  he  recommended  the  use  of  vaseline  in  all  cases  when 
soft  paraffin  was  ordered.  Dr.  E.  G.  Bryant  followed 
with  a  paper  on  Face  Powders  and  Creams.  He  ex- 
plained how  rice  starch  adsorbs  the  oily  exudate  from 
the  skin,  and  how  for  toilet  uses  rice  starch  is  superior 
to  the  coarse'-  potato  stai'ch.  Starch  serves  to  do  more 
than  adsorli  tire  products  of  (lerspiration.  The  butyric 
acid  from  the  sweat  glands  hydrolises  starch  slowly,  the 
product  being  glucose,  which  is  absorbed  by  the  skin. 
This  reaction  is  an  instance  of  catalysis  taking  place  on 
the  a|)plication  of  cosmetics  to  the  skin.    In  the  making 


of  face  powders,  extreme  care  must  be  used  in  the  selec- 
tion of  the  raw  materials.  Only  the  very  finest  powders 
both  as  regards  purity  and  cornminution,  should  be  per- 
mitted. The  mi.xing  is  carried  out  in  mechanical  mi.xers, 
and  a,fterwards  the  mixtui'e  is  sifted  through  silk.  This 
explains  the  practically  complete  expulsion  of  the 
chemist's  own  made  proprietary  from  the  market  by  the 
products  of  a  few  firms  who  have  specialised  in  this"  line. 
The  retail  practitioner  can  scarcely  hope  to  compete  witli 
his  necessarily  limited  equipment  with  the  highly  efficient 
machinery  of  the  wholesaler.  Talcum  powder,  violet 
powder  and  fullers  earth  have  no  longer  the  popularity 
of  twenty  years  ago.  Dr.  Bryant  then  described  various 
types  of  lotions  and  skin'  creams,  including  benzoin 
lotion,  buttermilk  hydi'ogen  peroxide  (as  a  freckle 
remover).  The  oldest,  and  proijably  the  oldest  pharma- 
ceutical preparation,  is  cold  cream.  "This  was  introduced 
by  Galen  as  a  cosmetic  for  his  lady  patients.  The  rose- 
water  ointment  of  the  pharmacopoeia  is  an  emulsion  of 
almond  oil  in  rose  water  and  borax.  The  fat  is  absorbed 
by  the  skin,  and  serves  to  render  it  more  supple,  whilst 
the  water  is  left  as  a  thin  film,  which  on  evaporation 
cools  the  surface.  The  borax  acts  as  a  mild  detergent. 
A  disagreeable  feature  of  this  preparation  is  its  liability 
to  become  rancid.  This  difficulty  may  be  overcome  bv 
the  substitution  of  soft  paraffin  for  the  vegetable  oU,  but 
in  doing  this  the  character  of  tiie  cream  is  totally 
changed.  The  modern  tendency  is  to  omit  glycerin  from 
toilet  preparations  owing  to  the  popular  belief  that  it 
promotes  the  growth  of  hair.  Modern  vanishing  cream 
is  made  from  partly  saponified  stearic  acid,  beaten  into 
a  cream,  and  perfumed  either  with  or  without  liquor 
hamanielis.  The  appearance,  though  not  the  value,  of 
the  cream  is  greatly  enhanced  by  the  development  of 
pearliness.  That  is  brought  about  by  inducing  the 
crystallisation  of  the  stearic  acid  in  very  minute  flakes. 
There  is  some  secret  which  has  been  found  by  certain 
manufacturers  to  ensure  this  property.  It  may  be  due 
to  manipulation  or  to  the  addition  of  liquid  p'araffin  or 
unsaponified  stearic  acid.  [It  is  no  secret  to  readers  of 
the  C.  tf'  i>.— Editor.]— On  January  24  the  Association 
paid  a  visit  to  the  new  automatic "  telephone  exchange, 
Rose  Street,  when  two  companies  of  the  visitors,  under 
the  guidance  of  postal  mechanics,  were  conducted  over 
the  system.  The  exchange  took  two  years  to  fit  up,  and 
is  the  first  to  'be  tried  on  a  large  scale. — At  a 
meeting  on  Felbiuary  4,  Mr.  Eric  Knott  (Pre- 
sident) in  the  chair,  a  paper  on  The  Materia 
Medica  of  the  Solanacecc  was  read  by  Mr. 
Hugh  Skinner,  who  gave  a  comprehensive  descri'ption  of 
Solanum.  tuberosum;  S.  dulcamara,  Atropa  belladonna. 
Datura  Stramonium,  D.  fatuasa.  D.  Mete/.  H nosci/amu.^ 
M()er:md  Capsicum  minimum.  Mr.  Colin  Gunni  followel 
with  a  note  on  7'he  Artificial  Propagation  of  Plants. 
Mr.  Gunn  said  most  books  on  botany  made  onlv  a  short 
reference  to  artificial  methods  of  "  plant  reproduction, 
but  it  became  a  factor  of  great  practical  importance  ui 
horticulture,  and  also  raised  some  points  of  much  interest 
in  plant  physiology.  The  phenomena  of  regeneration 
played  an  important  part  in  propagating  plants  from 
cuttings.  Regeneration  was  the  replacing  of  organs  of  a 
plant  which  had  been  lost  or  mutilated.  A"11  plants 
possessed  this  power  of  recovery,  and  it  was  largely  taken 
advantage  of  by  gardeners.  Replacement  of  a  member 
might  take  place  from  root  or  stem  either  by  a  growth 
of  a  new  organ  from  nieristematic  tissue,  consisting  cf 
actively  dividing  cells,  produced  at  the  surface  of"  the 
wound,  or  bv  the  development  of  an  organ  hitherto  in  a 
rudimentary  condition.  A  familiar  example  of  propaga- 
tion from  roots  occurred  in  dandelion.  If  a  portion  of 
the  root  was  left  in  the  ground  the  broken  surface  de- 
veloped a  bud  which  soon  grew  into  a  shoot.  The  speaker 
went  on  to  describe  grafting  and  budding.  A  note  on 
Sal  Prunella  was  afterwards  read  by  Mr.  John  Hutton, 
who  said  nitre  balls,  were  seldom  met  witli  in  pharmacy 
now  except  for  the  filling  of  smelling  salt  bottles.  He 
had  made  a  qualitative  and  quantitative  analysis  of  nitre 
balls  which  had  been  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  Duncan 
for  some  forty  years.  Potassium  nitrite  was  found  to  1 
be  p.reseut,  and  in  estimation  of  xV/10  sodium  thiosul- 
phate  and  potassium  iodide  it  was  found  present  to  the 
extent  of  1.21  per  cent.  Other  samples  varied  from  a 
trace  up  to  1.21  per  cent.     Doubtless  the  nitrite  was 
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formed  during  the  process  of  fusion.  Traces  of  chloride 
.were  also  found.  The  concluding  paper  was  on 
Plant  Physiology,  by  Mr.  Georg«  Hedderwick,  which 
was  followed  by  a  discussion. 

Liverpool — At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Liver- 
pool Chemists'  Association  at  the  Royal  Institution, 
Mr.  J.  L.  Hirst  (President)  in  the  chair,  Mr.  Harold 
Wyatt,  J. P.  (Bootle),  was  re-elected  Vice-President. 
Mr.  Martin  Hughes  was  re-appointed  Treasurer,  while 
Mr.  Moreton  Parry  consented  to  continue  to  officiate 
as  Acting  Secretary.  The  President,  in  his  address, 
referred  to  the  number  of  visits  chemists  recei'ved  from 
'Government  officials,  and  he  questioned  whether  any 
other  calling  had  to  contend  with  so  much  legislation 
as  pliarniacy. 

London  (W.)- — A  meeting  of  the  Western  Pharmacists' 
Association,  in  conjunction  with  the  Western  Branch  of 
the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union,  was  held  at  Slater's 
Restaurant^  O.xford  Street,  W.l,  on  February  9,  Mr. 
C.  G.  Bonner  in  the  chair.  Mr.  G.  A.  Mallinson  (secre- 
tary of  the  R.P.U.)  addressed  the  members  on  The 
Conditions  of  Employment  in  Pharmacy,  comparing  them 
with  thos.e  of  thirty  years  ago,  an  era  of  small  isalaries, 
.long  hours,  and  indifferent  domestic  surroundings.  Mr. 
Mallinson  considered  that  a  vast  change  for  the  better 
had  taken  place,  and  that  it  was  to  the  advantage  of 
employer  and  assistant  that  the  living-in  system  was 
practically  obsolete.  He  advised  employers  to  give 
p.reference  to  applicants  who  give  the  fullest  details  of 
their  previous  experience  in  the  most  concise  terms,  and 
suggeisted  that  a  mutual  agreement  should  be  made  as 
regards  holidays,  rise  in  salary,  etc.,  befoie  engagement. 
'  An  assistant  wais  entitled  to  two  weeks'  holiday  in  each 
twelve  months,  and  also  to  a  full  month's  notice  unless 
peremptorily  dismissed  for  an  adequate  reason.  Mr. 
Mallinison  spoke  on  the  position  of  buyer  and  seller  in 
ordering  goods,  on  special  agencies,  on  buying  goods  on 
sale  or  return,  and  other  matters,  and  said  that  terms 
should  always  be  in  writing  and  in  duplicate  form, 
especially  when  a  signature  was  demanded.  An  interest- 
ing discussion  followed. 

Manchester.— A  joint  meeting  of  the  Manchester  Phar- 
maceutical Association  and  the  Manchester  and  SalforJ 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  on 
February  9,  when  Mr.  H.  Skinner  (Vice-President  of  the 
Pharma.ceutical  Society)  was  to  have  addressed  the  audi- 
ence, but  was  absent  owing  to  the  illness  of  Mrs.  Skinner. 
Mr.  Humphrey  (Member  oif  Council)  accoi'dingly  filled  the 
vacancy.  Mr.  J.  H.  Franklin  (President  of  the  Associa- 
tion) was  in  the  clxair.  Mr.  Humphrey,  on  the  suggestion 
of  the  Chairman,  began  his  address  with  an  account  of  the 
difficulties  experienced  in  preparing  the  first  issue  of  the 
British  Phaa-maceutical  Codex,  and  an  explanation  how 
those  difficulties  had  been  overcome.  The  speaker 
fexpressed  his  personal  satisfaction  that  a  work  which  he 
had  been  so  lai'gely  instrumental  in  making  and  publishing 
should  in  so  short  a  period  have  established  itself  as  a 
standard  medical  work  of  reference.  A  Government 
inquiry  which  largely  concerned  chemists  and  druggists 
was  that  being  conducted  by  the  Departmental  Committee 
on  poisons.  Though  primarily  dealing  with  the  subjects 
of  scheduling  poisons  and  regulating  their  distribution, 
this  committee  was  empowered  to  investigate  anythino- 
and  everythino;  connected  with  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Acts.  It  was  therefore  essential  that  chemists  should  be  on 
the  alert  to  prevent  undue  interference  with  their  rights 
and  privileges.  An  attack  on  chemists'  use  of  the  ?itle 
"chemist"  was  foreshadowed  in  connection  with  the 
Government  inquiry  now  proceeding,  but  that  attack 
should  be  beaten  off.  Other  attacks  were  being  directed 
by  the  Apothecaries'  Society  and  associations  representing 
unregistered  dealers.  It  should  never  be  forgotten  that 
the  Society  was  the  only  body  which  truly  represented 
every  pharmacist  whose  name  appeared  in  tlie  Register  of 
chemists  and  druggists,  and  it  was  imperative  that  it 
should  be  maintained  as  the  central  authority.  To  ensure 
that,  however,  involved  effective  representation  in  Parlia- 
nient,  and  Manchester  pharmacists  should  set  an  example 
io  the  rest  of  the  country  in  the  matter  of  subscribing 
handsomely  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Parliamentarv  Funid. 


An  Interesting  Case 

At  the  1926  meeting  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association  Mr.  Lyman  F.  Kebler  read  a  paper  with 
the  above  title  ("Journal  of  the  American  Pharmaceu- 
tical Association,"  January  1927),  which  throws  con- 
siderable light  on  methods  of  modern  quackery  and  the 
means  the  United  States  Government  use  to  counteract 
the  "  quackmongers."  It  appears  that  the  public  of 
the  United  States  are  but  poorly  informed  as  to  the 
steps  which  are  taken  by  the  Government  to  protect 
them  against  those  who  would  defraud  them  by  specious, 
untrue  advertisements.  Mr.  Kebler  in  his  address  draws 
attention  to  the  Federal  laws  of  which  the  outhorities 
make  use,  and  he  illustrates  the  efficacy  of  the  statutes 
by  cases  whicli  have  come  under  his  own  observation 
during  the  twenty  years  which  he  has  been  employed 
in  the  Post  Office  Department  in  the  investigation  of 
such  cases  as  he  describes.  Of  the  Federal  law-s  he 
says  :  "  The  most  effective  and  most  commonly  invoked 
are  the  postal  fraud  statutes;  one  withdraws  the  privilege 
of  the  mail  and  the  other,  the  penal  or  criminal  law, 
metes  out  punishment  in  the  way  of  a  fine  or  imprison- 
ment or  both.  If  the  Postmaster-General  is  satisfied  that 
a  business  is  taking  away  money  fraudulently  he  is 
empowered  to  issue  a  fraud  order  denying  the  use  of 
the  mails,  stamping  the  mail  matter  fraudulent  and 
returning  it  to  the  sender.  The  conspiracy  statute 
may  'be  invoked  against  all  parties  involved  where  two 
or  more  persons  conspire  to  conduct  a  fraudulent  scheme 
through  the  mails;  and  it  is  only  necessary  that  one 
or  more  such  parties  do  some  act  to  effect  the  object 
of  such  conspiracy.  Undoubtedly  many  advertising 
agencies  offend  this  law."  He  further  says,  on  the 
authority  of  the  solicitor  of  the  Post  Office  Department, 
that  "  Ihe  Department  has  connected  up  some  of  these 
crooked  advertising  agencies  with  these  fraudulent 
schemes,  and  appropriate  action  has  been  taken  against 
them.  Others  may  expect  to  share  the  same  fate  when 
they  are  found  to  be  parties  to  the  fraud." 

Scrutiny  of  Medicine  Advertisements 

From  the  cases  which  are  mentioned  it  appears 
that  if  the  postal  services  are  used  for  the  dissemination 
of  literature  proclaiming  the  value  and  beneficent  effects 
of  medicines,  the  issuing  parties  may  be  called  upon 
not  only  to  prove  the  genuineness  of  the  testimonials  in 
so  far  as  the  writers  of  them  are  concerned,  but  to 
prove  also  that  the  statements  of  the  said  testimonials 
are  in  accord  with  '  ascertained  facts.  As  an  example, 
the  promoter  of  an  alleged  radium  cancer  cure  brought 
into  court  at  Washington  "  seven  trunks  full  of  testi- 
monials and  affidavits.  These  trunks  lined  the  halls  of 
the  Post  Office  building.  The  promoter  never  had 
occasion  to  use  any  of  the  testimonials  to  advantage, 
because  it  was  early  shown  that  the  alleged  'cancer  treat- 
ment did  not  contain  any  more  radium  or  radium 
emanation  than  Potomac  river  water."  There  was  a 
case  pending  against  the  defendant  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act  to  defend  which  a  pool  of  $50,000  had 
been  raised  ;  but  the  action  of  the  Post  Office  Depart- 
ment ended  the  whole  matter.  Mr.  Kebler  tells  of 
other  cases  successfully  dealt  with  by  his  department  : 
the  cliief  one  is  that  Avhich  provides  the  title,  "  An 
Interesting  Case."  -It  was  an  enterprise,  he  says,  which 
,put  on  the  market  several  preparations  for  the  treatment 
of  obesity.  These  preparations  were  associated  with  the 
names  of  medical  men  whose  existence  was  doubtful. 
The  promoters  of  these  articles  were  called  upon  by  the 
department  to  explain  their  representations.  This  they 
did  not  succeed  in  doing  ;  accordingly  a  fraud  order  was 
issued  against  them.  The  defendants  applied  for  a 
revocation  of  this  order,  and  in  the  petition  accom- 
panying the  application  it  transpired  that  the  gross 
receipts  were  lialf  a  million  dollars  per  annum,  of  which 
25  per  cent,  was  net  profit — a  matter  of  $125,000. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  some  means  should  be  devised 
whereby  puirhased  testimonials  and  extravagant  state- 
ments as  to  cures  should  be  eliminated  from  all  medicine 
advertisements.

The  prices  given  in  tliis  section  are  those  obtained  by  im- 
porters or  manufacturers  for  bullc  quantities  or  original 
packages.  To  these  prices  various  charges  have  to  be 
added,  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  greatly 
augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods 
into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be  incurred 
in  garbling,  packing,  etc.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
essential  and  fixed  oils,  and  many  other  commodities 
vary  greatly,  and  higher  prices  than  those  here  quoted 
are  charged  for  selected  qualities  of  natural  products 
even  in  bulk  quantities.

Among  industrial  chemicals  a  fair  business  is  reported  at 
generally  steady  prices.  Barium  chloride  is  cheaper.  Oxalic 
acid  is  very  firm,  likewise  some  grades  of  sal  ammoniac; 
formic  acid  is  steadier.  Lead  products  have  been  active  and 
prices  close  firm.  Coal  tar  products  are  mostly  slow,  with 
an  easy  undertone,  except  for  crosylio  acid.  'L'he  demand 
for  essential  oils  is  slow ;  a  firmer  tone  is  noted  in  Java 
citronella  and  Cochin  lemongrass ;  lemon  is  lower.  In  the 
fixed  oils  group  the  better  tone  no^ed  last  yweek  does  not 
appeia.r  to  have  been  maintained.  Linseed,  castor  and 
coconut  oiils  are  dull;  groundnut  and  rape  are  finner,  while 
Hankow  wood  is  easier.    Turpentine  is  cheaper.

Quinine  Manufacture  in  Bengal 

The  Bengal  Government  Cinchona  Department  Avorks  two 
planta.uons,  one  at  jMungpoo  and  the  other  at  Munsong. 
both  in  the  district  of  Darjeelling.  and  has  also-  a  factory  at 
Mungpoo  where  quinine  and  its  by-products  are  manufactured 
fiom  the  bark  of  trees  o-ro\vn  in  these  plantations  and  also 
from  Java  bark  obtained  from  the  Government  of  India. 
Tiie  area  under  cinchona  at  the  end  of  1925-26  was  3,153 
acre;,  showing  an  increase  of  93  acres  over  the  previous  year's 
area  of  3.050.  The  quantitj'  of  bark  harvested  Avas  538.783 
lb.  against  432,553  lb.  in  the  previous  year.  The  full  out- 
turn could  not.  however,  be  utilised  in  the  factory  as  there 
was  a  large  stock  of  Java  bark  which  required  to  be  treated 
firs.t.  On  the  whole.  1.039,912  lb.  of  bark  were  treated  in  the 
factory  again=.t  935.998  lb.  in  the  previous  year.  There  is 
coiisiderable  difficulty  in  securing  suitable  soil  for  further 
extension  of  the  plantations.  The  result  of  the  experiment 
ill  the  Latpanchor  Spur  is  not  hopeful,  and  the  proposal  for 
an  experiment  in  the  Samsing  area  is  under  examination. 
The  quantity  of  factory -produce  sold  during  the  year  Avas 
42,551  lb.,  against  43.145  lb.  in  the  previous  year.  The 
decrease  was  diie  to  a  decrease  in  the  sale  of  cinchona  febri- 
fuge, which  had  an  exceptionally  large  sale  in  the  previous 
year.  The  sale-rates  of  quinine  sulphate  and  other  quinine 
salts  which  Avere  reduced  in  the  previous  year  were  further 
reduced  during  the  year  uiKler  review.  Receipts  from  sales 
anionnted  to  rs.  7.58,290.  and  the  total  expenditure  Avas 
r=;  3.72.870.  The  profit  and  loss  valuations  gives  a  balance 
01  rs.  1.93.565  on  the  profit  side,  and  although  this  last  item 
Avas  less  than  in  tlie  previous  year,  the  financial  results,  on 
the  Avho'e.  have  been  satisfactory.  The  preparation  of  ri 
Avorking-  plan  for  the  plantations  based  on  an  up-to-date 
survey  of  the  trees.  Avhich  are  now  bark-bearing  and  can  bo 
expected  'to  bear  bark  in  the  next  twenty  years,  is  said  to  be 
urgeritly  needed.

I  shall  be  glad,  as  registrar,  lo 
answer  inquiries  as  far  as  possible  by  telephone ;  but  1 
should  much  prefer  that  inquiries  should  be  in  writing, 
and,  if  it  is  possible  to  send  a  specimen  of  the  prac- 
titioner's .  signature,  this  would  be  helpful.  I  desire  also 
to  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  it  is  the  appearance 
of  his  name  in  the  current  official  list,  namely,  the 
"  Medical  Register,"  that  makes  a  practitioner  legally 
qualified  and  entitles  him  to  an  authorisation  under  the 
Regulations  made  imder  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act. —

Drug  Tariff  Review 

Sir, — I  should  be  interested  to  know  from  what  source 
Mr.  Merrifield  received  his  information  that  "  Eastbourne 
was  crying  for  extensions  to  the  tariff."  It  is  certainly 
news  to  me.  A  few  years  ago  we  approached  the 
candidate  for  election  here,  asking  that  the  compulsory 
clauses  of  the  N.H.I,  should  be  removed,  thus  making 
this  service  optional.  Eastbourne  chemists  went  on  the 
panel  en  bloc  at  its  inception,  in  the  hope"  that  the 
principle  that  "  it  was  for  the  doctors  to  prescribe,  and 
for  the  chemists  to  -dispense,"  was  the  highway  to  an 
ideal  condition  and  would  lead  to  its  extension  to 
private  practice.  Unfortunately,  our  hopes  failed  to 
materialise.  Subsequently  the  Commission  began  to  make 
reductions,  and  the  talk  of  0.8d.  brought  about  a  mild 
revolution,  and  every  chemist  resigned  from  the  panel 
service.  Unfortunately,  at  the  last  moment,  alarmed 
at  some  vague  nebulous  threat  of  a  company  under- 
taking to  do  the  lot,  half  of  them  recanted,  and 
accepted  the  situation.  The  remainder  «>f  us  came 
off;  and  not  one  has  gone  back  again.  A  little  later 
two  more  joined  us,  and  I  understand  there  is  a  proba- 
bility of  others  discontinuing  the  service.  I  mention 
these  facts  to  demonstrate  the  absurdity  of  the  idea 
that  Eastbourne  has  any  idea  of  wishing  for  an  exten- 
sion of  the  N.H.I,  service.  In  many  ways  the  intro- 
ducing of  the  Insui-ance  service  has  been  a  loss  to  me. 
It  was  no  uncommon  thing,  before  the  Act,  for  the 
mistress  to  send  a  manservant  or  maidservant  to  us 
for  a  bottle  of  medicine  to  be  charged  to  her  account, 
and  a  nice  little  lot  of  prescribing  was  done  which  has 
now  disappeared.  I  am  sorry  for  the  panel  chemist. 
I  consider  the  fees  paid  are  grossly  inadequate.  In 
places  where  rents  and  rates  and  other  overhead 
charges  are  low,  possibly  it  is  remunerative  ;  but  in 
places  where  rents  and  rates  are  atrocious  (as  they 
are  here)  I  fail  to  see  how  the  work  can  be  profitably 
done.

Sir,— If  one  could  imagine  a  business  which  dealt 
solely  in  Insurance  mixtures,  and  paid  its  expenses  bv 
dispensing  a  certain  number  of  6-oz.  mixtures  every  three 
days,  the  sudden  iBtroduction  of  nothing  but"  12-oz. 
bottles,  on  the  present  system  of  payment,  would  mean 
that  the  same  amount  would  be  received  in  a  week  as 
had  previously  been  earned  in  three  days;  and  by 
reducing  the  doses  from  a  tablespoonful  to  a  dessert- 
spoonful it  would  take  a  fortnight  to  take  the  same  fees, 
with  the  result  that  the  business  would  be  no  longer  a 
paying  proposition.  In  the  first  tariff  the  fee  was 
increased  for  sizes  over  8  oz.,  and  it  is  possible  that 
some  similar  reasoning  to  that  which  I  have  given 
above  was  the  cause  of  this  differentiation.  "  Xrayser 
III  "  says  that  no  objection  appears  to  be  taken  to  the 
existing  flat  rate  for  mixtures  smaller  than  8  oz.  ;  but 
the  number  of  times  such  smaller  sizes  are  prescribed  is 
negligible,  and  almost  invariably  a  small-size  bottle  means 
a  B.P.  or  a  B.P.C.  preparation  with  teaspoonful  doses. 
With  an  adequate  fee  there  would  be  no  object  in  pre- 
scribing 12-oz.  bottles  merel3'  to  cut  down  the  dispensing' 
fees,  and  we  should  at  once  do  away  with  tliose  cases 
in  which  a  comparatively  large  quantity  of  medicine 
is  thrown  away  if  it  is  not  suitable  to  the  patient,  and 
also  those  cases  in  which  the  medicament  will  not  keep 
in  good  condition  for  the  length  of  time  it  is  supposed 
to  last.  Here  comes  the  crux  of  the  matter,  as  the 
doctors  have  become  so  used  to  seeing  their  insured 
patients  only  once  a  week,  except  in  urgent  cases,  that 
it  would  probably  be  very  difficult  to  persuade  them 
to  go  back  to  a  method  by  which  they  would  have  to 
write  two  prescriptions  weekly  instead  of  one.

Sir, — If  Insurance  work  is  to  be  paid  on  a  commercial 
basis  then  every  addition  to  the  original  amount  of  work 
we  have  contracted  to  do  becomes  a  necessary  factor  for 
an  additional  fee  to  cover  the 'increased  work  done,  just 
in  the  same  way  as,  in  an  estimate  for  repairs,  an\ 
extras  thought  of  afterwards  would  be  charged  for  oyer 
and  above  the  contract  price.  If,  however,  the  time 
taken  in  dispensing  a  given  number  of  scripts  is  taken 
seriously  into  account  while  fixing  the  fee,  it  should 
not  be  difficult  to  show  that  increased  responsibilities 
have  slowed  down  the  rate  of  working  considerably; 
not  that  I  think  that  dispensing  chemists  took  less  pains 
in  the  past,  but  it  is  impossible  for  anyone  to  work  at 
his  maximum  speed  when  feeling  that  someone  is  waiting 
to  trap  him.  What  seems  curious  to  the  chemist  is  that 
he  is  supposed  to  dispense  a  script  with  mathematical 
accuracy  and  deliver  it  to  the  customer  at  the  rate  of 
so  many  an  hour — if  he  does  not  keep  up  to  time  he 
will  most  likely  have  to  explain  the  cause  of  the  delay 
to  his  local  committee;  and  yet  if  that  script  is  taken 
for  analysis  it  may  be  several  weeks  before  he  receives 
a  report  on  it.  during  whicli  time,  however  confident 
he  may  be  in  his  own  work,  he  is  bound  to  undergo 
considerable  anxiety.  I  think  that  some  method  should 
be  adopted  whereby  the  chemist  could  be  notified  imme- 
diately when  the  analysis  shows  that  the  medicine  has 
been  found  to  be  accurate,  or  so  nearly  so  that  no 
action  will  be  taken.  I  note  that  two  more  of  your 
correspondents  treat  the  question  of  fees  from  the  point 
of  view  of  overhead  charges,  and  I  think  that  by 
approaching  the  problem  from  this  angle  we  are  more 
likelv  to  secure  an  increased  remuneration  than  from 
any  talk  about  professional  services. — Y^'ours  truly.

[The  precipitate  consists  of  magnesium  carbonate,  and 
is  formed  from  the  magnesium  sulphate  by  the  combined 
influence  of  the  sodium  bicarbonate  and  aromatic  spirit  of 
ammonia.  If  the  supernatant  liquid  is  poured  off  and  a 
little  dilute  hydrochloric  acid  added  to  the  precipitate  :t 
will  dissolve /if  it  wer«  a  bismuth  precipitate  it  would 
not.]

Place 
the  sodium  acid  phosphate  and  ammonium  benzoate  in 
a  mortar  and  pour  on  enough  water  to  produce  a  thin 
paste.  Triturate  this  paste  firmly  and  gradually  intro- 
duce more  water,  with  continuous  trituration,  until  a 
sufficiency  has  been  added.  In  this  way  the  benzoic  acid 
is  obtained  in  a  condition  to  diffuse  readily  throughout 
the  mixtui'e  and  remain  long  enough  in  su.spens)ou  to 
permit  of  uniform  distribution  in  dosage.

— 100°  to  120°  F.,  but  not  exceeding  the  higher  tempera- 
ture in  order  to  avoid  decomposition  of  the  sodium 
bicarbonate.

[This  prescription  reminds  us  of  the  days  when  chloro- 
form was  employed  to  dissolve  camphor  and  reta«in  it  tem- 
porarily in  suspension  in  aqueous  mixtures.  In  the  pre- 
sent instance  rub  down  the  menthol  with  a  fluid  drachm 
Orf  tincture  of  quillaia  and  add  gradually  the  potassium 
iodide  dissolved  in  double  strength  chloroform  water.  The 
quillaia  tincture  forms  with  the  menthol  a  creamy  •emul- 
sion, which  floats  on  the  top  of  the  mixture  and  diffuses 
readily,  when  shaken,  when  the  temperature  is  not  below 
50°  F.  Below  that  temperature  the  emulsion  becomes 
"  clotty  "  and  diffuses  unevenly.  If  tincture  of  quillaia 
iiS  not  at  hand,  an  equivalent  quantity  of  extemporaneously 
prepared  infusion,  1  to  20,  will  serve  equally  well.]

[Place  the  carbolic  acid,  oil  of  cloves,  and  eighteen 
grains  of  white  beeswax  in  a  short  test-tube  well  corked. 
Heal  on  water  bath  Till  the  wax  is  melted,  agitating 
gently  to  ensure  uniform  mixing  ;  then  run  cold  water  on 
the  tube  till  the  contents  solidify.  Prepare  the  requisite 
quantity  of  compound  galbanum  pill  mass,  using  powdered 
liquorice  root  instead  of  .syrup  of  glucose;  mix  with  the 
rhubarb  and  the  contents  of  the  test-tube  and  beat  into 
a  mass.  If  too  soft,  work  in  a  little  more  liquorice  root 
powder.  It  is  not  necessary  to  make  the  pills  hard. 
They  may  appear  soft  Avhen  being  manipulated,  but  they 
"set"  when  allowed  to  stand,  and  clo  not  lose  their 
shape.] 
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Legal  Queries 

D.  P.  (13/2). — The  proportion  of  barium  carbonate  m 
a  mouse  poison  must  be  declared  on  the  label  with  the 
word  "Poison."  The  sale  of  scheduled  poisons  is  con- 
fined to  qualified  chemists. 

W.  B.  (27/2). — (1)  Medicines  in  which  proprietary 
rights  are  claimed  or  which  are  recommended  for  ail- 
ments require  to  be  stamped.  The  use  of  a  trade-mark 
as  the  name  of  an  article  is  a  ground  of  liability.  The 
registration  of  trade-marks  was  dealt  with  fully  in  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  Diary,  1926.  (2)  Unless  chemicals 
are  explosive  or  otherwise  dangerous  there  is  notiiing  to 
prevent  their  being  stored  in  a  private  house. 

B.  J.  F.  (10/2)  has  had  an  apprentice  in  his  employ 
for  the  past  year,  and  as  the  lad  is  apprenticed  for  three 
years  and  therefore  cannot  be  out  of  employment  during 
that  period,  he  has  not  been  insured  under  the  National 
Insurance  scheme.  An  inspector  has  called  upon 
"  E.  J.  F.,"  and  states  that  the  apprentice  must  be 
insured  under  both  the  Health  and  the  Unemployment 
schemes,  and  that  the  arrears  in  respect  of  the  past  year 
must  be  paid.  Is  this  correct  ?  [If  the  apprentice  is  in 
receipt  of  a  money  payment  he  must  be  insured,  and 
"  E..  J.  F."  can  be  compelled  to  pay  the  arrears  of 
contributions  due  from  him.]

H.  C.  E.  (22/1). — Nasal  douche  powder. — Potassium 
permanganate  is  so  readily  deoxidised  in  the  presence  of 
organic  matter  that  it  cannot  be  packed  in  powder  form 
without  deterioration.  The  printed  matter  you  send 
would  render  the  compound  powder  to  which  you  refer 
liable  to  medicine  stamp  duty  by  reason  of  the  expression 
"  antiseptic  gargle,  mouth  wash  and  nasal  douche." 

F.  V.  W.  (24/1).— Unqualified  assistants. — The  pros- 
pects of  an  unqualified  assistant  are  not  bright,  owing 
to  the  necessity  of  each  employer  finding  out  by  experi- 
ment whether  the  experience  and  capacity  for  salesman- 
ship of  such  an  assistant  is  suitable  for  a  particular 
business.  The  qualification  is  an  asset,  and  what  is 
built  upon  it  or  in  addition  governs  largely  the  market 
value.  T.he  apothecaries'  assistant  certificate  is  of  small 
value  and  keeps  a  person  in  a  subordinate  position  all 
his  life,  often  badly  remunerated,  and  is  truly  described 
as  a  blind  alley.  Indentures  of  apprenticeship  are  of 
little  value  unless  crowned  by  the  qualification.  If  the 
elementary  education  is  insufficient,  and  the  lad  cannot 
go  through  an  extra-school  course  to  remedy 'the  defect, 
it  seems  a  pity  to  allow  him  to  go  on,  and  it  is  better 
to  advise  him  to  adopt  something  more  suited  to  his 
ability.  He  could,  with  some  employei's,  reach  a  wage 
of  £4  weekly,  but  he  has  a  long  and  difficult  path  to 
tread. 

Fadix  (1/2). — Value  of  business. — The  information 
you  give  is  too  meagre  for  enabling  anything  but  approxi- 
mate figures  to  be  given.  The  overhead  charges  are  very 
low.  In  any  case,  the  business  appears  to  be  worth 
three  years'  purchase  of  net  profits  jjIjs  market  value  of 
stock  and  fixtures.  There  is  a  further  advantage  of  lease 
on  such  a  low  rental,  but  why  no  rates  ?  This  is  some- 
what unusual.  The  net  profit  would  vary  between  7j  to 
12  per  cent.,  but  no  firm  figure  could  be  advanced  with- 
out fuller  details  as  to  nature  of  sales.  Do  not  confuse 
net  profit  v/ith  the  profits  returned  for  income  tax 
purposes. 

B.  A.  B.  (2/2). — Thymol  roR  dog. — According  to 
"  Veterinary  Counter  Practice,"  the  dose  of  thymol  for 
a  dog  is  gr.j.-x.,  so  that  the  dose  for  a  month-old 
terrier  should  not  exceed  gr.iij.  Thymol  may  be  given 
to  dogs  in  conditions  similar  to  its  employment  in  human 
practice.  It  should  be  followed  by  a  slight  purgative 
,(not  oil),  according  to  the  size,  weight  and  constitution 
of  the  animal.

E.  C.  (7/2). — Apprentice's  service. — At  the  present 
time  jt  seems  to  be  tihe  rule  to  p.ay  apprentic-ss  for  their 
services,  or  if  a  premium  is  required  this  is  returned  as 
wages  during  tIhe  term  of  the  engagement.  The  remunera- 
tion paid  is  lOfi.  a  week  for  the  first  year,  with  an  increase 
of  5s.  a  week  for  each  year  of  apprenticeship.  You  should 
see  that  the  would-be  apprentice  has  passed  a  Preliminary 
examination,  as  it  is  a  disadvantage  nowadays  to  begin 
app'renticeship  without  being  registered  as  an  apprentice 
with  the  Piharmaceutical  Society,  and  registration  cannot 
be  caiTied  out  unless  a  Preliminar.v  certificate  is  available. 
FuutheT  details,  with  form  of  apprenticeship,  were  given 
in  the  Commercial  Compendium,  0.  ct  D.,  October  4, 
1924,  p.  517.

Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago 

Reprinted  from 
"The  Chemist  and  Druggist,"  February  15,  1877 

Poor  America 

A  corresponden'C  writes  regarding  the  products  of  the 
United  States:  "Sir,  I  have  been  led  within  tlie  last  few 
weeks  to  reflect  upon  the  paucity  of  '  mv  country's  '  pro- 
ducts for  medicinal  purposes.  .  .  .  We  have  no  alkaline 
products  of  consequence — these  are  imported  to  the  amount 
of  millions  from  England  :  of  bark  for  quinine  manufacture 
and  opium  for  morphia  and  laudanum  we  are  destrtutc. 
Resinous  gums  arc  entirely  derived  from  Oriental  lands. 
Madao-ascai-  and  other  places  in  the  same  latitudes  supp.y 
as  with  the  copal  and  other  gums  suitable  for  varnish  manu- 
facture. The  larger  portion  of  our  dyes  and  dye-woods  are 
ot  foreign  derivation,  viz.  :  indigo,  lac  dye,  logwood,  fustic, 
and  other  similar  woods;  brimstone  and  sumac  arc  from 
Sicily.  All  the  essential  oils  for  perfumery  are  imported; 
cream  of  tartar  from  Marseilles  and  Trieste.  The  spices- 
cinnamon,  cloves,  mace,  etc. — are  from  the  East.  Rhubarb, 
senna,  scammony,  cubebs,  ipecacuanha,  jalap,  and  liquorice 
are  unobtainable  at  home;  and  aloes,  anatto,  copaiba, 
cp.mphor.  cardamoms,  gamboge,  myrrh,  manna,  nut  galls, 
and  many  other  items  which  coidd  be  mentioned,  are  of 
foreign  growth.  We  are  producers  of  a  few  vegetable  drugs, 
but  only  a  few — ginseng,  largely  exported  to  China,  and  by 
tliat  peculiar  people  held,  it  is  said,  in  especial  reverenee; 
oils  of  wintergreen.  peppermint,  sassafras,  spruce,  and  a  fe.v 
others  ;  beeswax,  saffron,  sassafras  bark.  Carragheen  moss, 
and  of  late  years  borax  and  quicksilver.  In  oils  and  plants 
we  are  lacking  olive  oil,  and  to  a  considerable  extent  casitor 
and  linseed  oils,  the  local  production  of  these  two  latter 
being  a  quite  inadequate  supply ;  with  cotton-seed  oil  we 
can  and  do  supply  the  world,  and  perhaps  much  of  it  comes 
back  to  us  reohristened.  For  chalk  we  are  an  extensive 
customer  to  Albion;  vermilion  we  get  from  the  Chinese; 
led  ochre  from  Newcastle,  and  yellow  from  Rochelle." 
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fCommenced  C.  <fe  D.,  July  5,  1924] 

Inhabited  House  Duty:  Abolition. — This  tax,  which 
had  been  in  force  since  the  year  1851,  when  it  was 
introduced  to  replace  the  window  tax  repealed  in  that 
year,  was  abolished  as  from  April  5,  1924,  by  the 
Finance  Act,  1924. 

Inhalers. — Steam  or  a  volatile  medicinal  agent  is 
(jometimes  applied  to  the  throat  and  chest  by  an 
apparatus  known  as  an  inhaler.  The  type  generally 
used  consists  of  an  earthenware  container  (for  the  boil- 
ing water,  and  other  inhalant  if  required),  with  an 
aperture  for  the  admission  of  air  and  a  mouth  piece. 
The  container  should  always  be  of  ample  size  so  that 
the  water  does  not  cool  down  too  quickly.  This  form 
of  inhaler  is  fast  becoming  obsolete  owing  to  th«  use 
of  sprays  and  vaporisers.  Several  ingenious  inhalers 
have  been  devised  for  ammonium  chloride.  The  am- 
monia and  hydrochloric  acid  are  placed  in  separate  con- 
tainers, and  their  fumes  caused  to  unite  when  inhalation 
is  required.  iStill  another  inhaler,  now  rarely  used,  is 
the  form  which  fits  over  the  mouth  and  nostrils.  The 
medicament  is  placed  on  a  pad  at  the  apex. 

Injunction. — An  injunction  is  an  order  of  a  court  of 
law  directing  a  person  to  do  or  to  refrain  from  doing  some 
act.  The  injunction  is  called  "  mandatory  "  when  it 
orders  the  person  to  do  something,  and  "restrictive"  when, 
as  is  far  more  usual,  it  is  given  to  prevent  the  commission 
of  some  act.  Both  the  High  Court  and  the  County  Courts 
have  power  to  grant  injunctions.  An  "  interim  "  or  "  in- 
terlocutory "  injunction  is  one  granted  on  the  application 
of  one  litigant  pending  the  hearing  of  an  action  in  order 
to  prevent  the  other  party  from  continuing  in  a  particular 
course  of  conduct.  Such  an  injunction  lasts,  at  the  most, 
only  until  the  action  is  decided.  If  an  injunction  is 
granted  when  final  judgment  is  giveii  in  an  action  it  is 
said  to  be  "  penpetunl."  Generally  speaking,  an  injunction 
will  be  granted  only  when  damages  will  not  provide  ade- 
quate compensation  for  the  injured  party.  Injunctions  are 
commonly  granted  to  protect  the  owners  of  patents,  trade 
marks  and  trade  names  against  infringement  of  their 
rights. 

Inland  Revenue  Department. — The  Board  of  Inland 
Revenue  is  a  body  of  commissioners  appointed  to 
collect  the  duties  of  inland  revenue  throughout  Great 
Britain  and  Northern  Ireland.  These  duties  are  estate 
duty,  legacy  and  succession  duty,  income-tax,  super-tax, 
stamps,  mineral  rights  duty,  land  tax,  corporation  duty, 
and  excess  profits  duty,  the  aggregate  proceeds  of  which 
amounted  for  the  year  ended  March  31,  1925,  to 
£420,386,267.  The  'Board  is  historically  the  result  of 
the  .consolidation  of  a  number  of  independent  Boards, 
such  as  the  Commissioners  of  Stamps,  the  Commissionera 
of  liaxes,  and  the  Commissioners  of  Excise.  The  duties 
of  excise  were  collected  by  the  Commissioners  of  Inland 
Revenue  from  the  amalgamation  of  the  two  bodies  in 
1849  until  February  15,  1909,  when  by  Statutory  Order 
in  Council  the  management  of  duties  of  excise  was  joined 
to  the  collection  of  duties  of  customs  and  confided  to 
the  new  joint  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  created  by 
the  Order.  The  Commissioners  of  Inland  Revenue  are 
appointed  by  letters  patent  and  hold  their  appointments 
at  the  will  of  the  crown.  They  are  entrusted  by  law 
with  all  the  powers  necessary  to  carry  out  any  Act 
relating  to  duties  of  Inland  Revenue ;  but  they  e.xercise 
these  powers  subject  to  the  authority,  direction  and 
control  of  the  Treasury.  The  Board  of  Commissioners 
may  be  validly  constituted  by  any  two  or  more  of  the 
entire  body  of  five  commissioners  unless  where  some  Act 
of  Parliament  otherwise  provides.  Any  person  holding 
the  office  of  commissioner  is  prohibited  from  sitting  in 


the  House  of  Commons,  but  there  is  no  express  provision 
against  a  peer  who  is  commissioner  sitting  in  the  House 
of  Lords.  He  is  also  exempt  from  service  as  mayor  or 
sheriff  or  from  being  compelled  to  serve  on  any  jury. 
Proceedings  against  any  person  for  the  recovery  of  any 
fine  or  penalty,  or  for  any  forfeiture  of  goods  under 
any  Act  relating  to  the  revenue,  can  only 
be  commenced  by  Order  of  the  commissioners  and 
in  the  name  of  one  of  the  Board's  officers 
or  of  the  Attorney  -  General  (Lord  Advocate  in 
Scotland).  The  commissioners  have  power  to  mitigate 
any  fine  or  penalty  incurred  for  a  revenue  offence,  and 
to  stay  proceedings  at  any  stage,  and  they  may  remit 
any  penalty  imposed,  or  order  a  person  who  has  been 
imprisoned  for  a  revenue  offence  to  be  released.  Besides 
their  powers  and  duties  in  connection  with  the  collection 
of  revenue,  the  commissioners  have  powers  given  them  to 
act  under  various  statutes.  The  most  important  are 
those  to  sue  for  penalties  under  the  Licensing  Acts  and 
to  decide  disputed  questions  of  compensation  under  the 
Licensing  Consolidation  Act,  1910.  The  principal  office 
of  the  commissioners  is  at  Somerset  House,  Strand. 
London,  W.C.2. 

Inquests — It  is  the  duty  of  a  coroner  (q.v.)  to  hold 
an  inquest  whenever,  within  his  district,  there  is  lying 
the  body  of  a  person  who  has  died  a  violent  or  unnatural 
death  or  from  a  cause  unknown.  A  coroner  may  direct 
a  post-mortem  examination  to  be  made  before  holding 
an  inquest,  and  if  the  report  satisfies  him  that  an  inquest 
is  unnecessary  it  need  not  be  held.  With  the  sanction  of 
the  Home  Secretary,  an  inquest  may  even  be  held  when 
there  is  no  body,  if  there  is  reason  to  suppose  that  a 
death  has  occurred  in  circumstances  that  necessitate  an 
inquest,  but  the  body  has  been  destroyed  or  cannot  be 
recovered.  In  the  absence  of  a  satisfactory  medical 
certificate  as  to  the  cause  of  death,  an  inquest  is  always 
held.  A  coroner  may  hold  an  inquest  without  a  jury 
unless  the  death  appears  to  have  been  due  to  («)  murder 
or  manslaughter  ;  (6)  an  industrial  accident,  poisoning 
or  disease  ;  or  (c )  a  vehicle  in  the  street ;  or  unless  the 
death  occurred  in  prison,  or  in  circumstances  the  con- 
tinuance or  recurrence  of  which  is  prejudicial  to  the 
health  or  safety  of  the  public.  When  a  death  is  thought 
to  be  due  to  any  of  the  causes  mentioned  a  coroner 
must,  and  in  other  cases  may,  if  he  thinks  fit,  summon 
a  jury  of  not  less  than  seven  nor  more  than  eleven 
responsible  citizens.  He  must  appoint  a  time  and  place 
for  the  inquest,  which  may  be  held  anywhere  within  his 
jurisdiction.  If  the  inquest  cannot  be  completed  at  one 
sitting  it  may  be  adjourned,  and  it  is  not  necessary  that 
all  the  proceedings  shall  take  place  at  the  same  .spot. 
Before  the  inquiry  starts  the  coroner  must  view  tha 
body;  but  it  is  not  necessary  for  the  jury  to  do  so 
unless  the  coroner  so  directs  or  a  majority  of  the  jury 
so  desires.  The  coroner  may  compel  the  attendance  of 
witnesses  and  examine  them  on  oath.  He  ma.y  call 
medical  witnesses  to  give  their  views  as  to  the  cause  of 
death,  and  may  direct  them  to  make  a  post-inortu iii. 
examination  of  the  body,  with  or  without  a  special 
examination,  by  way  of  test  or  analysis,  of  parts  or 
the  contents  of  the  body.  At  the  conclusion  of  the 
inquest  the  jury  must  give  their  verdict  showing,  so 
far  as  can  be  ascertained  from  the  evidence,  who  the 
deceased  was,  and  how,  when  and  where  he  came  by  his 
death.  The  decision  of  the  majority  of  the  jury  may 
be  accepted  if  the  minority  is  not  more  than  two. 
Inquests  may  also  be  held  by  coroners  upon  treasure- 
trove. 

Insect-killing  Bottles  (Gya^iide):  Sale. — Potassium 
cyanide,  all  poisonous  cyanides  and  their  preparations  are 
included  in  Part  I  of  the  Poisons  Schedule  :  conse- 
quently, all  insect-killing  bottles  containing  poisonous 
c.yanides  are  witliin  Part  I,  and  can  onlv  be  sold  under 
the  conditions  attached  thereto.  Formerly,  these  bottles 
were  sold  freely  to  young  people  by  unqualified  persons ; 
but  the  Pharmaceutical  Societv's  Council  caused  a  notice 
to  be  sent  to  the  public  Press  in  1886  {C .  d-  D.,  1886, 
II,  177)  giving  a,  warning  that  such  sales  were  illegal. 

Insect  Powder, — The  insect  powder  of'  commerce  was 
at  first  known  as  Persian  insect  powder,  and  was  then 
prepared  from  the  flowers  of  Piiifthriim  rosciim,  Boeb., 
and  P.  carnrum,  Boeb.,  whicli  grow  on  the  Caucasus  and 
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on  the  mountains  on  the  north  of  Persia  up  to  about 
2,000  metres  altitude.  But  later  on  it  was  discovered  that 
the  Dalmatian  species,  P.  cincrarionfolium,  Trev.,  was 
even  more  active  as  an  insecticide,  and  Persian  insect 
powder  soon  afterwards  almost  entirely  disappeared  from 
commerce  and  was  replaced  by  that  of  the  Dalmatian 
species.  P.  carneum  and  P.  roscnin  are  well  known  as 
garden  flowers  in  this  country,  many  varieties 
of  which  are  in  cultivation,  flowering  in  May, 
and  mostly  of  a  pink  er  crimson  colour.  The 
Dalmatian  plant  has  smaller  flowers,  which  are 
white,  and  are  not  used  for  decorative  purposes. 
It  is  indigenous  to,  and  cultivated  in  Dalmatia,  Monte- 
negro, and  the  adjacent  islands,  "also  in  Austria, 
Germany,  Spain,  and  -  Switzerland,  and  other  countries, 
extending  even  to  Japan.  It  prefers  sunny  calcai'eous 
hillsides,  dry,  and  without  irrigation,  and  a  fairly  dry 
atmosphere.  The  flowers  are  collected  in  the  middle  of 
jNIay,  or,  if  the  weather  is  then  damp,  not  till  June. 
The  second  gathering  takes  place  during  August  and 
September.  The  unopened  flower-'buds,  so  soon  as  they 
have  attained  full  size,  are  collected  separately  as  they 
obtain  the  best  price.  They  must  be  collected  in  dry 
weather.  In  Dalmatia,  the  flowers  are  dried  in  the 
ishade,  on  frames  of  cloth,  in  layers  3  or  4  centimeti'es 
deep,  and  turned  over  two  or  three  times  a  day.  The 
Persian  flowers  are  dried  first  in  the  sun,  and  then 
in  the  shade.  The  Montenegro  flowers  are  considered 
to  be  the  best  kind.  Under  ordinary  circumstances  in 
this  country,  the  plants  only  live  two  or  three  years,  but 
under  suitable  circumstances  occasionally  attain  the  age 
of  15  or  20  years.  Good  Dalmatian  "  closed  "  flowers. yield 
about  8  or  9  per  cent,  of  ash,  and  usually  about  10  per 
cent,  of  moisture.  The  flowers  should  yield  to  ether, 
7J  to  12  per  cent,  of  yellow  extract,  "  half-closed  "  flowers 
from  5  to  7  per  cent.,  and  "open  "  flowers  from  5  tO;6 
per  cent.  The  Dalmatian  flowers  are  distinguished  by 
the  pale  fruit  (achenes)  having  five  strongly  projecting 
ribs.  The  corolla  and  fruit  are  sprinkled  with  yellowish 
shining  oil  glands.  The  bracts  of  the  involucre  are 
greyish  or  yellowish,  lanceolate  and  haii-y  on  the  margin. 
In  the  Persian  insect  flowers  the  bracts  of  the  involucra 
are  dark  or  nearly  black,  and  the  fruit  has  ten  ribs,  and 
the  ligulate  corollas  are  rose  coloured.  The  flowers  of 
Chrysanthemum  Jcncanthemvm,  'Lmxi.,  which  appears  to 
be  the  chief  adulterant,  also  have  white  florets  like  the 
Dalmatian  species,  and  may  be  detected  in  the  powder  by 
the  irregular  dark  red  colour  of  fragments  of  the  achenes. 
Various  adulterants  have  heen  detected  in  the  powder  of 
the  flowers,  numerous  notes  on  which  will  be  found  in 
the  "Year-Book  of  Pharmacy."  Insect  powder  flowers 
are  sold  whole  in  three  grades,  "  closed,"  "  half -closed?' 
and  "open."  The  "closed"  are  gathered  before  being 
fully  expanded,  and  retain  the  dried  corolla.  The  "  half- 
cloised  "  have  the  ray  florets  spreading,  and,  the  disc 
flatter,  and  the  "  open  "  have  many  of  the  ligulate 
florets  and  often  many  of  the  tubular  corollas  of  the 
discs  missing.  These  flowerheads  often  contain  seeds 
that  will  germinate,  but  this  grade  is  not  often  purchased, 
as  many  of  the  tubular  glands  of  the  corollas  have  been 
rubbed  off  and  the  "  open  "  flowers  are  less  active  than 
the  closed  flowers.  The  insecticidal  properties  are  attri- 
buted to  a  yellow  syrupy  substance  called  pyrethronc, 
which  is  an  ester  of  pyrethrol,  but  the  chemistry  of 
insect  powder  flowers  cannot  be  said  to  have  been  quite 
satisfactorily  cleared  up. 

Insects  Infesting  Drugs — The  insects  commonly  found 
among  drugs  belong  to  more  than  one  natural  order.  The 
best-known  is  said  to  be  Sitrodrepa  ptinicea,  a  cylindrical 
i.isect,  of  the  family  Ptinidse,  N.O.  Coleoptera.  Other 
members  of  the  same  family  are  Lasiocleima  (the  ginger 
beetle)  and  Bostrichiis  (which  attacks  sweet  almonds). 
Trt/pcta  arnicivora ,  a  pest  found  in  arnica  rhizome,  belongs 
to  the  N.O.  Diptera  ;  mezereon  bark  sometimes  suffeiiS 
from  the  visits  of  Le/iisina,  N.O.  Thysanara  ;  and  N.O. 
Acarina  yields  "  mites  " — which,  however,  have  eight  legs 
and  thus  differ  from  true  insects,  which  have  six.  Draw- 
ings of  several  tvnical  forms  were  reproduced  in  the 
C:  A-  D.,  1900,  I,  330  (Knight  and  Kirkland) ;  1921,  II,  804 


(Wallis).  Various  methods  .of  extermination  have  been 
recommended,  among  them  being  exposure  to  a  tempera- 
ture of  60°  C.  for  twenty  minutes  (or  until  the  required 
temperature  is  reached  throughout  the  articlcij  treated) 
and  fumigation  with  carbon  disulphide  vapour  in  a  closed 
vessel.  Other  fumigants — ^e.g.,  formaldehyde  and  carbon 
tetrachloride — have  proved  less  successful. 

instalment  Plan:  Purchase  of  Fittings.— The  cost 
of  modern  shop  equipment,  fittings  and  display  acces- 
sories is  often  a  serious  matter  for  the  small  retailer 
whose  capital  is  limited  but  who  nevertheless  wishes 
to  keep  his  shop  up  to  date,  and  to  make  his  windows 
attractive.  For  such  traders  the  instalment  plan  of 
buying  shop  equipment  simplifies  the  problem  to  a  great 
extent.  Some  shop-fitting  firms  make  a  speciality  of 
this  class  of  business,  and  arrangements  can  be  made 
with  them  to  spread  the  payments  over  periods  of  six, 
nine,  twelve,  or  eighteen  months.  An  alternative  method 
is  to  make  use  of  unit  fittings,  which  can  be  built  up 
one  on  the  other. 

Institute  of  Chemist-Analysts  A  suggestion  made  in 

a  letter  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  1924,  II,  76, 
that  an  association  of  chemist-analysts  be  formed  "  to 
look  after  the  analytical  interests  of  pharmacy  "  was 
quick!}'  taken  up  by  .Mr.  Jules  Cofman-Nicoresti  and 
other  pharmacists  who  had  had  analytical  experience; 
on  December  5  of  the  same  year  the  organising  committee 
met  in  London  and  agreed  to  a  memorandum  of  associa- 
tion and  a  set  of  rules.  Associates  of  the  institute  (the 
title  of  which  has  been  changed  to  "  the  Chemist- 
Analysts'  Institute  ")  must  have  passed  the  Chemist  and 
Druggist  Qualifying  examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
-Society  of  Great  Britain  and  must  have  taken  University 
post-graduate  courses  for  a  year,  or  have  been  engaged 
on  analytical  work  for  two  years  in  approved  conditions. 
Fellows  of  the  institute  must  be  not  less  than  twenty- 
four  years  of  age  and  have  passed  the  prescribed 
examination  or  produce  evidence  of  a  recognised  equiva- 
lent.
